The Occaſion of Writing it was, that 


ſoon after the Plot againſt King William's

bury, to appoint the Perſon that ſhould draw 
it up, I was ſent for by the Lord Keeper, 
and was by that Great Man engaged in this 
Undertaking. The better to enable me to 
go through with it, I was admitted to ſe- 


veral Conferences with the Noble Lords 
abovenam'd, and with the Earl of Portland, 
Who having the firſt Notices of the Con- 


ſpiracy, was acquainted with the Steps 
taken in it, before it was made known to 
the other two: And I was alſo furniſhed 


from the Secretary of State's Office, with 
Authentick Copies of the ſeveral Depoſitions 


and other Papers, that I have thrown to- 
gether and printed at the End of this Nar- 


rative, as Vouchers of the Facts recited in 


it, referring the Reader to them for his 
further Satisfaction, that the Thread of the 
Diſcourſe might not be interruptee. 
This ſhort Hiſtory having been peruſed 
and amended by the Lord Keeper, and the 
Duke of Shrewsbary, and having undergone 
a ſecond Correction by his Grace, was in a

Preſs, But upon what Views and Reaſons 


of State, I cannot pretend to determine, the 
| Duke thought fit to delay the Publication of 
it ſo long, that the Negotiations for a Treaty 
of Peace with France intervening, 1: Was 


then judged improper to let it go abroad. 


But 1 am now prevailed upon to make 


this Narrative Publick, not only becauſe it 


is in it ſelf a curious piece of Hiſtory, at 


leaſt, as to a great Part of it, and back'd 


with the Authority of ſufficient Vouchers : 
But becauſe it is of Weight and Importance 
to all, who wiſh well to the Liberties of 
Great Britain, and the Reform'd Religion; 
and may be of great Uſe to many diſcon- 


rented Men at this Time, to make them be- 
ware of diminiſhing the Honour of the 


King, and ſpeaking reproachfully of his Per- 


ſon, or his Adminiſtration ; leſt they encou- 


rage Popiſh Bigots, and Proteſtant Jacobites, 
to attempt the Subverſion of the preſent Go- 
_ vernment, the Overthrow of our Conſtitu- 


tion, and even the Life of his Majeſty, by 


the ſame Steps and Motives that encourag'd 
ſome of the Conſpirators to ſolicite and aſſiſt 
a Foreign Invaſion, and others to aſſaſſinate 


King William of Glorious Memory, that by 
theſe execrable Means they might re-eſtabliſh 
à Popiſh Prince upon the Throne. 

lt is true, the far greateſt Part of King 


Vyillianss diſaffected Subjects, who labour'd | 


to 
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to diſturb the Govern ment, and take off the 


Affections of the People from his Majeſty 


and his Miniſters, did not deſign a Change 


of Maſters, and the Reſtoration of the late 
King James; nor did they believe that while 
they vented their Spleen and Paſſion againſt 


the Adminiſtration, they were really bring- 1 
ing Things to Extremity, and arming Se- 


ditious and bloody- minded Men, againſt 
the King's Life, or his Government; or 


that they were either running the Nation 
into the ſad Calamities of a Civil War, or 
the inexpreſſible Miſery and Confuſion, that 
muſt inevitably have attended the coming 
back of an exaſperated Popiſh Prince, by 
the Aſliſtance of a Foreign Army. But tho? 


this was not their Deſign, yet by their vio- 
lent Diſcontents and turbulent Behaviour, 
by their calumniating and miſrepreſenting | 
the King, and his Friends, with all the Arts 

that ingenious Malice could ſuggeſt; and 


by inveighing in ſuch a licentious Manner 
againſt the Adminiſtration, as no Govern- 


ment. before, and none but rhe preſent, 
would ever endure, they greatly contribu- 


ted to the black Conſpiracy. For as by 


theſe Ways they diſhearten'd his Majeſty's 
Friends, and reduc'd the Zeal and Loyalty 
of many, to a cold Indifterence ; ſo they 


animated and encourag'd deſigning Men, 
Who intended much more than the Body 


of 
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of the Malecontents imagin'd, even to over- 
throw the Government it ſelf; and were 
ready to believe, that during theſe Heats and 
Diſturbances, occaſion'd by reſtleſs Spirits, 
a fair Opportunity was offer'd them to ex- 
ecute their treaſonable Purpoſes hoping 
while the Nation was involv'd in ſuch po- 
pular Diſcontents, they might without great 
Difficulty ſucceed ia their deteſtable Enter- 
prize. Thus tho' the greateſt Part them- 
ſelves did not intend to go ſuch great Lengths, 
yet by going ſo far as they did, they em- 
bolden'd the Conſpirators to form their Tra- 
gical Scheme; which had taken Effect, had 
not Divine Providence, that had ſo often 
before interpos'd, for the Preſervation of 
this Nation, in a wonderful Manner, de- 
feated the Execution of it, when it was 
brought to Perfection, and ripe for the 
Birth. Es rg 1 
And as the malignant Calumnies, ground- 
lleſs Suggeſtions, and bitter Invectives, 
Aßpread abroad with unwearied Diligence, in 
all Places, to the Prejudice of the Govern- 
ment, produc'd ſuch a Temper and Diſpo- 
ſition in the People, as ſeem'd to threaten 
the Government with an Inſurrection; 
ſo was it an Encouragement and Tempta- 
tion to the Conſpirators, not only to pro- 
maote an Invaſion from abroad, but like- 
wWiſe to form their Deſign againſt the King's

tion, that the diſaffected Party would not 
lay the King's Death greatly to Heart; but

It is therefore the Duty of the Subjects

Horrour ? Such was the real Occaſion and 
Riſe of the bloody Combination againſt 
the Perſon of King William  wheace it 
will appear, that all Converſation and Difſ- 
_ courſes, that wound the King's Reputati- 
on, are ſtain'd with Treaſon, as evidently 
| tending to the Deſtruction of his Perſon 
and Government. For it is eaſy to fee, 
that a Prince made odious and contempti- 
ble, will ſoon be remov'd from his Throne, 


when it ſhall be in the Power of the 
Leaders of the Malecontents, to bring a- 


bout ſach a Revolution. Now to diſſwade

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lapſe into the former Infatuation, and be 


again carried away with the ſame Deluſion? 


Who could have imagin'd that they would 


a ſecond Time, in fo few Years, be ſo 


abandon'd to Paſhon and Reſentment, ſo 
hurried on by Revenge and Ambition, ſo 
deſerted of Religion and Loyalty, and for- 
ſaken of Common Senſe, that they ſhould 


deſperately run on the ſame Rocks and 


Shelves, Which they have ſo narrowly and 
ſo lately eſcap'd? That they ſhould ſo ſoon. 
and ſo exactly imitate the turbulent and 
ſeditious Behaviour of the Malecontents in 
King Williaws Reign, which had almoſt 
ruin'd the Government, and undone their 

Country, by vilifying his Majeſty's Perſon; 


_ condemning his Actions, and arraigning 
his Deſigns; by clamouring againit the 


Conduct of his Miniſters, and 3 
their Characters, in all Places and in all 


Companies; hoping by indefatigable Zeal, 


and aſſiduous Malice, to render their So- 
vereign deſpicable, and his Government 
hateful to the People; whoſe Paſſions they 
agitate and work up, by their virulent 
Reproaches and deteſtable Inſinuations. 

They will no doubt ſay what before I.

Por by this Means they will raiſe a Spirit of 
© Diſcord, which they will not be able to 
lay ; and the Event, which they did not 
intend. may in the mean time be brought 
about by the Enemies of the King, who 
will ftrike in with them in oppoſing his 
Adminiſtration, and diſtreſſing the Govern- 
ment, till they have carried Matters fo 


far, that it will not be 1n the Power of the 


bother Malecontents to ſtop their Progreſs 


where they intended, When the Flames 


ok Sedition are begun among a People dif- 


affected, have they Strength or Art to op-

attempt to compoſe the Uproar and Rage 


: of the Sea as to ſtill the Madneſs of the 
People; and as ſoon bridle the Whirlwind, 
dad manage a Tempeſt, as govern_the 


Paſſions 
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Paſſions of a headſtrong, turbulent Multi. 


tude ; ſhould they not diſmiſs ſuch a 
fooliſh Opinion, from the Obſervation of all 
Hiſtories of this Nature; particularly from 
the fad Example of our late Civil Wars, 

and the Diſturbances in King William's 
Reign ? Were not Multitudes of Men, 
who were very active in thoſe Troubles, 
and with great Zeal kindled, and by the 
ſame Means that are now us'd, propagated 
Publick Heart-burnings and Diſcontents ; 
over-reach'd and puſh'd on by crafty and 
deſigning Men, who laid hold on this fa- 
vourable Opportunity, thus offer'd them, 
and managed the Heats and Paſſions of the 
People, *till in one Inſtance they accom- 

pliſh'd their wicked Purpoſes and in the 
other had effectually done it, had not Di- 
vine Providence interven'd and defeated 
them? And though the Malecontents, 

who embark'd at firſt with them, deteſted 
the Event which was brought about, yet 
they ſuffer'd Things to go on, *till the Con- 
ſpirators had got into their Hands too 


great a Power to be controul'd, and hin- 


der'd from executing their Deſigns. And 
this has ever been, and ever will be, the

And this Obſervation, that the greateſt 
Part of the People, who at firſt mbark'd 
in Seditious Practices, purpoſe to ſtop ſhort 
of thoſe Tragical Ends, which however 
they are unwarily enabling others to bring 


about, is confirm'd by the memorable Ex- 


ample of King William's Parliament, pre- 
ſently after the intended Invaſion, and the 
Aſſaſſination- Conſpiracy, were diſcover'd: 
For notwithſtanding before that Time, the 
King had loſt the greateſt Part of the Com- 
mons, yet no ſooner was this horrible 
Treaſon made appear, but the Affect ions 
of thoſe, who never deſign'd to bring

I know that many diſcontented re 
18 declare that their Intention is not to over- 
turn the Eſtabliſh'd Government, nor to 
change Maſters; but that they embroil 
the King's Affairs, revile and oppoſe the 
Men in Power; fill the Nation with Cla- 
mour and Confuſion, to oblige his Majeſty 
to diſmiſs his Miniſtry, with whom they 
are diſpleas'd; and the Removal of theſe 
Counſellors and Servants of State, will, 
| 2s they pretend, give them Satisfaction: 
| For, ſay they, it is with theſe Gentlemen, 
| that abuſe his Majeſty and his People, and 
| not with the King, that our Controverſy 
3 lies; which is to Copy exactly the Example 
of the diſcontented Perſons in King 
Miliam's Reign; who ſaid as much in 
| their own Vindication, as the preſent angry 
and diſaffected Men can do. 
The Body of our preſent Malecontents 
affirm, that they bear no ill Will to his

Are our preſent diſſatisfied and clamorous 
Mutineers outwitted, drawn in, and carried 
on to further Lengths than they intended, 
by the Conſpirators; who took hold of 
this favourable Seaſon, to build upon the 
Foundation of Popular Inquietudes, their 
execrable Plot; and ingrafted their Treaſon 
on Publick Diſſatisfact ions? So their reſtleſs 
Predeceſſors, in that King's Reign, were 

manag'd and deluded by their Leaders, the 
King's implacable Enemies; who rais'd an 
- unnatural and barbarous Scheme, upon the 
general Diſcontents of the Nation: Diſ- 
contents which the Conſpirators created, 
abetted, and fomented, to promote their 
wicked Purpoſes ; and which lay conceaPd 
from the greateſt Number of their Party, 
till it was too late to prevent them.

A ſecond Rank went higher and reſolv'd 
to take the Field and compaſs their Ends 
by Force of Arms ; and theſe were Pro- 
moters of the intended Inſurrection and 
Invaſion, But the Third and higheſt Rank 
were compos'd of Men of Violence and of 

a Sanguinary Temper, of whom ſome con- 
triv'd and favour'd the execrable Plot a- 


gainſt the King's Life; while others not 


afraid of imbruing their Hands in Royal 
Blood, undertook the Execution. In like man- 
ner it is probable there will be found in the 
preſent Conſpiracy, ſeveral Gradations; ſome 


who only advanced fo far as to excite Po- 


pular Jealouſies and Diſcontents, without 
any Deſign to drive on to Uproar and Re- 
bellion : Others that were contriving how 
they might by Violence overturn the Go- 


 vernment : And a third Rank of deteſta- 


ble Villains, who dared to propoſe the moſt 

horrid and barbarous Attempts 
The Purpoſe of the greateſt Part of our 
diſaffected Men, as I have obſerv'd before, 
is to gaul and diſtreſs the preſent Govern- 
ment, and by that Means to neceſſitate the 
King, to change his Servants and Officers 
of State: But whence ariſes their Diſſatiſ- 
faction and Clamour againſt the preſent 
Miniſters ? Is it that during their Admini- 


ſtration they promoted any Publick ill con-

uneaſy, and ld their Minds with Diſcon- 
rent ; particularly the imprudent Manage- 


ment of the South. Sea Company, Which 
through the Weakneſs and Incapacity, or 
unſatiable Avarice of the Undertakers, fa- 
vour'd by Men in Power, has in volv'd the 


Nation in ſo much Confuſion? Is this, I 
ſay, the Cauſe of their III- Will, and Op- 


polition to the Miniſtry? But how un- 
juſtly are theſe Grievances charg'd upon 
the preſent Miniſters ? One may diſcover a 
ſtrong Inclination to Calumny and Defa- 
mation, and a violent Bent and Diſpoſiti- 
on to miſtake, in ſuch Perſons, who can- 


not recollect, that the Men in Power, un- 


der whoſe Adminiſtration and Direct ion 
thoſe falſe Steps were made, are dead and 


gone, or at leaſt diſgrac'd, And as none 
of thoſe, who are at preſent at the Head 


of Affairs, can be juſtly charg'd with the 
M.,aale-Adminiſtration of others, ſo ſome of 
them, who are now ia Power, did to their 


great Honour oppoſe with much Strength 


of Reaſon, Spirit and Eloquence, the fa- 
tal Scheme of the Sozth-Sea Company; 
and therefore no National Grievance, or 


Miſcarriages before their Time, can juſtly 


be imputed to their Advice or Conduct. 


It is certain that the late Men in Power 


left the Publick Affairs to the preſent Mini- 
ſters encumber'd with many heavy Bur-

dens, and involv'd in almoſt inextricable 
Difficulties; and to heal all the Breaches, 
and cure all the grievous Diſtempers of 
the Nation, when the Adminiſtration was 


committed to their Care, without any 
Complaints and Diſſatisfactions of the 


People, was a Task unequal to the moft con- 
ſummate Wiſdom, and the greateſt Ca- 
pacity and Application, Is it a juſt Ob- 


ection againſt them, that they were not 


State-Surgeons, skilful enough to attempt, 
carry on, and compleat the Cure of a Na- 


tion deeply wounded by other Hands, 


without giving {ome Pain by their Reme- 
dies and Operations ? Thoſe Perſons there- 
fore muſt be given up to a Contempt of 
common Senſe, and an Affectation of Blind- 
neſs, or they muſt gaſp after falſe Popu- 

larity, or feel a paſſionate Deſire to em- 
broil our Publick Affairs, who attempt to 
transfer the Actions of a preceeding Mi- 


niſtry to the preſent, and charge the late 


real or pretended Miſmanagement- of At- 
fairs upon a new Set of Men, who were 
no more the Occaſions of it, than their 
Accuſers themſelves. If the Predeceſſors 
of the preſent Miniſters have eaten ſowyr 
Grapes, muſt the Teeth of their Succeſſors 
be {et on edge? And ſhould it be allow'd, 
that ſome falſe Steps have been made, and 
ſome Miſtakes committed by them, ſince 

| | 1 they 
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they firſt were plac'd at the Helm; may 


not a juſt Apology be made for them from 


the foregoing Obſervation, that never any 
Men enter'd upon the Miniftry, when the 
Government was more diſconcerted and em- 
broib'dand Publick Affairs were in a more 
perplext and inexplicable Diſorder and Con- 
ſuſion? May not ſome undeſign'd Miſcarri- 

ages happen, notwithſtanding the greateſt 
Vigilance and the moſt careful Proviſions 

ſhould be employ'd to prevent them, in a 

| Caſe where the Difficulties ſeem'd inſupe- 

rable? For what Miniſters, tho? endow'd 
with the greateſt Capacity, Penetration 
and Foreſight, are 1afallible ? | 
But ſtill the Miniſters are unacceptable 

to you, and muſt be remov'd? But for 
what Reaſons ? Is it for their want of Abi- 

lities, Application, and Experience in Pub- 
lick Bufineſs? This cannot be pretended ; 
for the Gentlemenat the Head of Affairs, at 
leaſt the greateſt Part of them, have all 

| thoſe Endowments in an eminent Degree: 

And are the Men, whom you would ad- 
vance to their Places, ſuperiour to them in 
Miniſterial Qualifications? Is it for want 
of Loyalty and ſincere Attachment to the 
Intereſts of the Eſtabliſh'd Government, 
v hich you deſire may continue and proſper ? 
This certainly cannot be alledg'd; on the 
contrary, it is for their Love to the King; 
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and firm adherence to his Government, 


that they are reviPd, oppos'd, and hated 
by thoſe Men, who are endeavouring to 
ſubvert the Civil Eſtabliſhment, and intro- 
duce a Popiſh Pretender. There remains 
then but one more Reaſon, why you can 
deſire the Change of the Miniſtry, and that 
is, that it may be plac'd in the Hands of 
the Leaders of your Party; for if they are 
chang'd for others of the ſame Principles, 
you will continue diſſatisfied : But {tl you 


would haveyour Friends, as you call them, 
in the Adnfiniſtration, becauſe you then 


believe the great Places and Preferments 


will be ſhar'd among you; and *till that be 


done, your Murmurs and Diſcontents will 


never be pacified. Now to convince you 


of the Unreaſonableneſs of this Deſire, give 
me leave to expoſtulate thus with you: You _ 


declare, and I believe you are ſincere, that 
you do not deſign or wiſh the Overthrow 
of the Government, and the ſetling of any 
other Perſon upon the Throne; and this, 


notwithſtanding all your Diſcontents, you 
mult principally defire may be ſecur'd. 
Why then do you labour that theſe Mini- 
ſters ſhould be diſplac'd, that ſome of your 
Leaders may be intruſted with the Admt- 
niſtration, ſince it is moſt evident, that the 
Gentlemen now in Power, are hearty

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and it is no leſs evident, that great Num- 
bers of your Party are endeavouring to pull

not betray'd and abus'd you in the molt 
egregious manner, by forming and carry ing 
on a Traiterous Deſign to overturn the Go- 
vernment, which is what you deteſt and 
abbor? and would you truſt the Govern- 
ment, which you profeſs you earneſtly de- 

fire may be ſupported and preſerv'd, in the _ 


Hands of ſuch, who in Contempt and Vi- 


olation of ſolemn Oaths, and all religious 
Obligations, are conſpiring to deſtroy it? 


If you are ſincere in your Declarations, 


that you heartily deſire the Continuance, 
and not the Change of the Governours, Is 
it difficult to determine which Set of Men 


you ſhould wiſh to be in Power ; thoſe 


Who will ſtrenuouſly labour to preſerve 
it, and fo maintain your Religious and Ct- 


vil Liberties, and all your Rights and Pro- 


2 pres. wn now enjoy, without 
Encroachment or Violation, notwithſtand- 
ing ſome inferiour Objections you have 
againſt them, or thoſe who endeavour to 
_ overturn your Civil Eſtabliſhment, by 
bringing in a bigotted Pretender? This is 
ſo plain a Caſe, that it will admit of no De- 

bate, and it is an Affront to good Senſe ſo 

much as to deliberate upon the Choice. 
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But perhaps you will ſtill barp upon. this 
String, and fay that the Adminiſtration of 
Publick Affairs is not in the Hands of your 
Friends, and that is what you can never 
bear. But how can this be truly ſaid? Are 
not thoſe your greateſt Fr iends, that ſupport 


and maintain the Government, the Preſer- 


vation of which you declare you heartily 
wiſh, as being well appriz d of the Confu- 
ſion and Calamities that muſt be the fad 
Conſequences of its Ruin? Are not ſuch _ 
Men, I fay, your real Friends, and are not 
thoſe as certainly your Enemies, who whilſt 
you only aim at the Change of the Mini- 
ſtry, are taking Advantages of the Steps 
you make, to lead you on to a total Over- 
throw of the preſent Eſtabliſhment ? You 
are perhaps diſpleas'd that the Gentlemen 
now in Power acquire Eſtates and great 
Honours; and do you believe that thoſe, 
whom you by a great Miſtake call your 
Friends, will ſer ve the Government out of 


pure Affection, and without any Eye to the 
main Chance? Will they be fo ſelf-denying 


as to have no regard to the Encreaſe of their 
Fortunes and Advancement of their Fami- 
lies? The contrary is out of Queſtion ; and 


why ſhould they incur the Diſpleaſure and 


envy of any, for doing what all, even their 
Worthieſt Predeceſſors, have done before, a 
Walſing ham Or a Goolphin now and then 
| excepted, 
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excepted, and what is no more than good 
Stateſmen deſerve, and very dearly earn? 
eſides, ſince you ſay your Scheme is not 
to remove your Sovereign from the Throne, 
but the Miniſters from their Places; and 
ſince you endeavour to diſturb and diſtreſs 
our Governours, that for their own Quiet 
they may make you eaſy in this Point, 

let us ſuppoſe that you Were gratified in 
this Deſire, will not the diſcarded Miniſters 
and their Friends have the fame Reaſon to 
bear them out, if they in their Turn ſhould. 

uſe the ſame Methods to perplex and diſ- 
quiet the Government, *till the Miniſters 
and their Friends were turn'd out of Pub- 
lick Employments ? And after this manner 
our Publick Affairs will be ſtill embroiPd, 
and the Government will have no Reſt, nor 
can we ever hope for a ſetled and laſting 
Peace. : 
Conſider further, that it is a Dictate 
of right Reaſon, that as of two good 
Things, the greateſt, ſo of two Evils, the 
leaſt is to be choſen : Now it is certain, 
that under this Adminiſtration you fully 
enjoy your Religion, and all your Civil 
Rights ; for ſurely you cannot believe that 
you have a Right to publick Places and Pre- 
ferments by the Fundamental Laws of 
the Realm, and that your Title to Domi- 
nion, and the Adminiſtration of Affairs, is 
B 4 inter- 
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interwoven with the Conſtitution ; and yet 
one might be tempted to believe ſomething 
of this Nature, while you fly in the Face 
of all Governments that do not employ 
your Party in the principal Offices of State, 
and divide the Promotions among you : 
During this Miniſtry, I ſay, your Con- 
ſtitution is preſerv'd unbroken, your 
Laws are unviolated, and your Properties 
ſecur'd, and the eſtabliſh'd Government, 
which you ſay you like and wilh well to, 
is ſupported and maintain'd; and on the 
other Hand, you undergo no Suffering, but 
that of being diſappointed of thoſe Places 
and Preferments, which you expected ſhould = 
have been put into your Hands. Now is 
not the loſs which your ſelves, and all your 


1- Countrymen would incur, of all thoſe eſ- 


ſential Benefits and Advantages I have 
nam'd, or a great Hazard of loſing them, 
a far greater Evil than your bare Excluſion 
from the Adminiſtration and Places of Pro- 
fit? It is certain, as I obſerv'd before, that 
if your Leading Gentlemen, at leaſt many 

of them, ſhould be employ'd, they would 
betray and deſtroy our Civil Eſtabliſhment; 
ſince they diſcover their Principles and In- 
tentions, by actually engaging in a deteſta- 
ble Conſpiracy againſt his Majeſty's Perſon 
and Government: Now do you determine 
which of theſe two Evils is the leaſt, and 
therefore to be choſen, Not- 


J PREFACE. 
Notwithſtanding what I have urg'd, 1 
am afraid you will not yet get the Places 
and Preferments out of your Minds; your 
Friends enjoy'd them during the Reigns of 
the two Kings, Coarles the Firſt and the Se- 
cond); and having taſted the Sweetneſs of 
them ſo long, began to think they were in- 
titled to them by Preſcription, and that 
their Party, as the only Perſons qualified 
for Publick Buſineſs, ſhould inherit, by an 
uninterrupted Succeſſion, all the Honoura- 
ble and Beneficial Truſts, But if you will 
always inſiſt upon the Diſtribution of the 
Places among you, before you will tavour 
and aſſiſt the Government, conſider that 
this is not to pay Obedience to the King, 
as your Sovereign, but as the Head of your 
Party, and to declare your Reſolutions 
plainly not to ſerve any Prince, whom you

When King Charles the Second had put 
your Party into high Stations in the Govern- 
ment, and divided among them all the In- 
feriour Places of Truſt and Profit, this ef- 
fectually 
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fectually kept them in good Humour; and 
now they were fo fond and enamour'd of 
their Prince, that they never objected to 
him, ſo as to weaken their Affections, thoſe 
Faults, which they would never endure in 
another, but upon the fame Conditions. 
and now it was that Paſſive Obedience and 
Non- Reſiſtance were Sacred Doctrines, and 


even Eſſential to Chriſtianity, But in 


the Reign of King Fames this Polition, 
which they declar'd they would never part 
with, was ſuſpended and no longer in Force, 
while many of the greateſt of the Party 
were embark'd ina Confpiracy againſt their 
Sovereign, which took effect, and left the 
Throne empty: And when King Williani 
ld it, this Doctrine ſeem'd ſtill to be laid 
by, eſpecially by thoſe who abetted an In- 
vaſion, and intended to riſe in Arms to 
depoſe their Prince, When Queen Aun 


came to the Crown, one would have 


thought this Doctrine ſhould have reviv'd 
and flouriſh'd in its full Vigour ; but that 


Queen, before their Darling, having thought 


fic to chuſe a Miniſtry which diſpleas'd 


them, fell into Ditgrace, and loſt the Fa- 


vour of the Party; nor was ſhe able to re- 
cover it, but by diſmiſſing a wife Council, 
an excellent Lord Treaſurer, and a Victo- 
rious General, whoſe repeated Triumphs 
they were not able to bear, nor ge, 

anc 
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and by calling ſuch Perſons to the Admi- 
ſtration, whom they a pprov'd; and then 
the Doctrine of Paſſive-Obedience and 


4 Non- Reſiſtance was reſtor'd, and took 


place for a few Years. But ſoon after King 
| GEORGE was plac'd on the Throne, it was 
again put under Suſpenſion, and now ſeems 
quite ſunk and trampled under Foot with 
great Contempt; nor is it ever like to riſe 
again, *till a Prince like King Charles ſhall 
{it upon the Throne, that is, one who will 
put into their Hands the Adminiſtration and 


1} all Poſts of Honour and Profit. 


But by this you plainly deprive the King 
of his Choice, and lay him under a Ne- 
ceſſity of admitting none into his Service in 
Publick Affairs, but whom you approve. It 
is true, that when Queen Azz at the latter 
End of her Reign, remov'd her Miniſters, 
and promoted ſuch as you were pleas'd 
with, to their high Stations, upon a Re- 
port ſpread abroad that ſome Citizens had 
been ſo forward, as to adviſe the Queen 
not to change Hands, you exclaim'd againft 
their Rudeneſs and Preſumption, with the 
_ greateſt Vehemence ; crying out, What do 
_ theſe Men mean? What! will they not allow 
the Queen to make Choice of her own Ser- 
voants, a Priviledge which all private Fa- 
milics have a Right to? By which Exam- 
ple it is evident, that you allow'd the Queen 

= a 
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a Liberty to chuſe her Miniſters ; bur i it is 


as evident that it was a Liberty with this 


Reſtriction and Limitation, that ſhe ſhould | 
chooſe none but your ſelves ; for were not 
this the true Caſe, you would not raiſe 
ſuch Clamours againſt the King, for taking 

upon himſelf to *chooſe his own Servants, 
though they were not recommended or ap- 
prov 4 by your Party. TI ſhall fay no more 
upon this Subject in this Place, but refer the 
Reader to the Pages at the End of this 
Narrative; which are as pertinent and ſea- 
ſonable in thefe Times, as they were in 
thoſe when they were written. 

To confirm more abundantly. the Facts 
related in the following Hiſtory, reference 
may be made to the Lord Preſton's printed 
Papers, and the Tryals of the Perſons, 
who were condemn'd and executed for this 
Conſpiracy.

ons of the Criminals themſelves. 


This Account is written not only to excite a * 
Admiration of fo great an Example of the Almigh- 


ty's Gracious Providence, by which this bloody 


Confederacy was detected, and his Majeſty's Life 
and Government fecur'd againſt the execrable Plots of 

his Enemies, which notwithitanding muſt be ac- 
knowledg'd to be a great Inducement to it, but that 
the Chriſtian World may be fully convinc'd of the 
King's Juſtice, when they ſhall ſee with Horror by 
what diſhonourable and barbarous Ways thoſe Ene- 


mies had reſolv'd to take him off, and overſpread his 


Kingdoms with Ruin and Deſolation. _ 

And as there 15 juſt Reaſon to expect this good Ef- 
fect abroad, ſo a great Advantage may be reap'd from 
it at Home, ſince it is reaſonable to believe that when 


the People of this Kingdom ſhall ſee what terrrible 


Dangers they have eſcap'd, and that in the Opinion of 
thoſe, who moſt with their Ruin, they cannot be 


deſtroy'd while his Majeſty is ſafe, they will be eſta- 


bliſh'd in their Zeal and Loyalty to him, and united 
more firmly to one another for their mutual Detence 
and Security. 

The Guilt of theſe Conſpirators will be plac's d in ſo 
clear a Light, that even our greateſt Adverſaries, who 
diſappointed of Succeſs, will without Doubt labour 
| 0 
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to cod the Shame, not - being able by all their Arti- 
fices, which ſeldom fail them on ſuch Occaſions, to 
give any Turn to the Matter, by which the Force 
and Light of the Evidence may be eluded, muſt be 
compelF'd to own the Fact to their cverlaſting Shame 
and Confuſion. : 

This monſtrous Conception, as 18 aſt} in ths like 

Caſes, did by various Steps receive its Shape, Vigour 
and Maturity: The Seeds of Sedition, which had 
been early and plentifully ſown in the Nation, were 
attended with Induſtry and Application, and che- 
riſh'd with warm and active Influences, before they 
attain'd ſuch a prodigious Growth; for the firſt Un- 

caſineſs and Diſconns of the Faction, requir'd ſome 

Time to be improv'd and ripen'd into the malignant 

Temper of Traytors and Ruthans, who without Re- 
morſe might imbrue their Hands in their Sovereign's 
Blood, and give up their Country to inexpreſſible 
Calamities. 

When the late King Games with his Popi iſn and 
Arbitrary Counſcllors had fully purpos'd the Subver- 
ſion of the ancient Government and the Extirpation 
of the Eftabliſh'd Worſhip of theſe Realms, and by 
Degrees had made ſo conſiderable a Progreſs, that they 
ſeem'd almoſt ſure of compalling their wicked End, 
the great Bencfactor of Mankind, out of Commiſc- 
ration to theſe Kingdoms, was pleas'd to interpoſe in 
E ink PE between a ſuffering People, and 
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the inexorable Invaders of their Reli gion and Liberty. 
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In this Extremity of Affairs he rais'd up for us a glo- 
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rious Deliverer, his preſent Majeſty, who aſcended the 


Throne, amidſt ſuch univerſal Applauſes and Expreſ- 
ſions of Joy, as perhaps have no Example in former = 
Ages; nor could it be imagin'd that the Pleaſure and 
Satisfaction of the People could be leſs general or more 
moderate, to fee their Deliverer become their King, 
When they had invited him to undertake their De- 
' fence, with ſuch importunate Entreaties, and expect- 
ed him with ſuch Impatience, as could not proceed 
but from the higheſt Diſcontents under the former 
Reign, and the deepeſt Senſe of their approaching 
Ruin. No Revolution was ever brought about with 
leſs Effuſion of Blood, none having ever met with leſs 
Oppoſition. Our Oppreflors, and with them our 
Fears in a few Days fled from the Preſence of our great 
| Deliverer. It is very remarkable, and will be ever look'd 
upon as a great Proof of the good Nature of the Eng- 
liſh, that notwithſtanding there is nothing more com- 
mon in Foreign Nations, than for thoſe who prevail in 
all ſuch Changes of Government, to inflict the deepeſt 
Marks of their Reſentment and Revenge on the con- 
quer'd Party; yet in this Revolution the Adherents 
of the late King could not complain of any Inſults and 
Violence from the People, tho' they were become 
univerſally odious, and had by their infotent Behavi- 
our and unſufferable Violations of our Rights, high- 


ly 1 incens'd the whole Nation againſt them. 


And as they eſcap'd the uſual Effects of Outrage 


and popular Fury, ſo were they likewiſe treated by 
his Majeſty, both before and after his Acceſſion to the 
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Throne, with Al the Gentleneſs that was ever ſhewn 
by a merciful Prince. Inſtead of proſecuting them 

with the utmoſt Severity of Juſtice, for breaking in 
upon our eſtabliſh” d Conſtitution, he promoted and 

paſs'd a general Act of Grace, in which very few were 
excepted, and thoſe few never proſecuted: 


This extraordinary Clemency of the King, and 
Good Nature of the People, excceded the utmoſt Ex- 


5 pectations of the Servants of the late King James; 
for at the Beginning of this happy Change, and du- 
ring the Seſſion of the firſt Parliament, they lay un- 
s the greateſt Conſternation, and were terrified 

with continual Apprehenſions of being call'd to an 


Account for their Crimes and Minn; in the 


late Reign. They would then have ſate down con- 
tented With Safety and Protection under the preſent 
Government, while they did not aim at Power, but 
Impunity. This was indeed at firſt their Temper, 


and it was Matter of great Joy and Satisfaction to 


them, that they had thus eſcap'd with their Lives, 
Liberties and Eſtates, which was much more than 


they had Reaſon to expect. But this Diſpoſition 
was of no long Continuance, tor preſently after the 


Diſſolution of that Parhamerit, their Fears of publick 
Diſpleaſure being remov'd, they began to think well 
of their Condition, conceiy'd Hopes of the late 
King's returning to the Throne, and enter d upon 


Def igns for accompliſhing of it. 
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Of theſe Perſons diſaffected to his Majeſty and 
his Goveraniznt, there were two Sorts, Papiſts and 
Proteſtants; the Papiſts, who were in the Reign of 
the late King advanc'd to Employments in the Ar- 
my, enjoy d Places of Honour and Profit in the State, 
and flatter'd themſelves with the Hopes of eſtabliſn- 
ing their own Religion, were enrag d when they ſaw 
the Scene ſo ſuddenly chang'd, and their Hopes 
blaſted by an unexpected Revolution. 


As for the diſcontented Proteſtants, who were ſome _ 
of them of looſe Lives, and great Indifference to any 


Religion, that they might ſhare the Spoil and divide 


with the Papiſts the Profits and Preferments, united 


heartily with them in the laſt Reign; and others, who 


formerly expreſs'd little Regard to the People's 


Rights, yet when thoſe of the Church were alſo ha- 


zarded, together did indeed awaken to a lively Senſe of 


their Condition, and made a very commendable Op- 
poſition and an honourable Stand. But many of them 
not being acquainted with our Hiſtories and the 
Engliſh Conſtitution, or intoxicated with wild and 


extravagant Notions about the Nature and Deſcent of 


the Regal Power, which they had cheriſhed ſo long, 


that they became perfect Enthuſiaſts in Matters of 


Government, ſeparated from the Body of the Church 
of England, upon this Account among others full as 


weak ; that the Members of It paid Obedience to his 


Majeſty and his Government. Theſe unreaſonable 
and obſtinate Schiſmaticks breaking off Communion 


with the Church, met for Reli ous Worſhip in Con- 


ventictes- 
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Venticles and unlawful Aſſemblies, ſuch as themſelves 


had often ſtiled, and ſuch as theirs truly prov'd, the 
Rendezvous of diſſaffected Perſons, and the Nurſe- 


ries of Rebellion. The Papiſts and ſuch Proteſtants 


as theſe were incxpreſſibly diſquicted at his Majeſty's 
Acceſſion to the Throne: But for their Conſolation 
under ſuch a ſurprizing Diſappointment, they flatter'd 


"themſelves that his Government was but ſhort-liv' d; 


and that by their Intereſt at Home and powerful A.- 
ſiſtance from Abroad, they ſhould foon ſee the late 


King come back in Triumph. 


And now they began openly to expreſs their Diſ- 
ſatisfaction, and to uſe all the Artifices, which their 
Wit and Malice could ſuggeſt, to alienate the Affecti- 
ons of the King's Subjects, and as much as poſſible to 
embroil his Affairs; and that they might facilitate 
the Reſtoration of the former King, they labour'd 
to weaken and diſtreſs the preſent Government by all 


the Obſtructions they could lay in its Way. 


Their Buſineſs was in all Places to run down and 


__ throw Contempt upon the Adminiſtration; to expoſe 


our Officers of State ; to diminiſh and ipeak ſlightly 


of the King” s Friends and Allies, ard to magnify and 
extol the Power of his Foreign Enemies. They im- 
puted alſo with malicious Att to ill Conduct and 
80 Miſmanagement, our Misfortunes and inevitable Miſ- 


carriages, Miſcarriages which they themſelves occaſi- 


on'd by cutting ſhort the Sinews of War, and clog- 
ging the Wheels of the Government, that they might 
fruſtrate his Majeſty's great Deſigns, and then re- 
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. him for what themſelves had contriv'd and 


brought about for that very Purpoſe. 
'Tis true, the Conſpirators here had ſome Depen- 


dance on the Number of their Party, which notwith- 
ſtanding was not ſo great as they imagined ; but their 


chief Confidence was built upon the Expectation of 
Aſſiſtance from Abroad, their Party here being too 


inconſiderable to make any Attempt upon the Govern- 


rie nn e wa the Grown 


of France, with whom we were then actually en- 
gag'd in War, while conſtant Succeſſes attended the 
Arms of her enterprizing King, that She juſtly gave 


Umbrage to all her Neighbours, and therefore theMale- 


contents chiefly depended upon the Power of this 
great Potentate for the Subverſion of our prefent Eſta- 


bliſhment, and the bringing back of the late King. For 
this Reaſon in all Companies, they magnified the 
Wiſdom and Strength of France, and as much leſſen d 
and debas'd that of his Majeſty and his Allies, by 
which they hop'd to intimidate their Countrymen, 
and fink the Reputation of his Majeſty's Arms. 
At this Time as the King had the Weight of the 


French Power to contend with, which was look'd 


upon as more than ſufficient to overwhelm him, ſo to 
their great Joy the Malecontents ſaw him entangled in 
Domeſtick Difficulties, which they judg'd inextrica- 
ble. The Rebellion in Scotland had a dangerous Aſ- 


pect, but the War in Ireland, they believ'd inſupera- 


ble, that whole Kingdom, excepting Londonderry,

being in the Hands of the Enemy, and not to be re- 


duc'd, but at a great Expence of Blood and Torture. 


They doubted not but that a terrible War Abroad, 
and a raging Rebellion at Home, would infallibly 


cruſh our Reſtorer, and fi nk a Cn ſo lately 


ſetled ; for they knew that his Majeſty could not be 
in Flanders, Ireland, and Scotland at the fame Time, 


and yet they thought his Affairs muſt of Neceſſity 


be ruin d without his Preſence in all thoſe Places. 
Nor did they want Malice or Induſtry to repr cſent 


to the People all theſe Difficulties and Dangers in the 
moſt formidable Shape, to territy them from aſſiſting a a 
ſinking Government as this was repreſented, either by 
lighting for its Preſervation in the Field, or contribu- 


ting their Money for the Encouragement of thoſe, 
who did ſo. Thus they labour'd win indefatigable 


Diligence to weaken his Majeſty's Credit and Repu- 
tation with his Subjects, and endeavour'd to drive 


them to a perfect Deſpair by poſſeſſing them, as far 


as they were able, that it was not pothble for the Go- 
vernment to ſupport it ſelf under the various Burdens 


that encumber'd it. 
And hoping now to accompliſh their miſchievous 


Deſigns, they carefully repreſented to the Miniſters 
of France, what Advantages were at this Time in their 


Hands, and how favourable the Seaſon was during the 
= King's Abſence in Ireland, to attempt the Overthrow 
of the Government; and this was done with that 


Succeſs, that France was prevail'd with, to ſurprize 
us this Summer 1 in the Channel with a ſtronger Fleet, 
E 3 | . 
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than it was thought poſſible for that Nation to have 


furniſh'd out. It is true, the Diaffected ever diſco- 


vered a barbarous and unnatural Delight at the De- 
ſtruction of their Countrymen, when at any Time | 


their Enemies gain d the leaſt Advantage Over them; 


no News being ever recciv'd with more Pleaſure, 
than the Overthrow of the Engliſh, and the Victo- 


ries and Succeſſes of France : But never wasany Miſ- 


fortune that befell us, receiv'd with that particular. 


Satis faction and exquiſite Relliſh as the Diſhonour 
that happen'd to England this Summer, from the Earl 


of Torrington's Defeat by the French Fleet before- 


mention d. This they thought molt nearly concern'd 
our Reputation as well as Safety, and therefore it 
was not poſſible for them to diſſemble their immode- 


rate Joy at the News, that the Naval Strength of 


France was this Campaign n iour to chat of Eng- 


land. 


Who can forget the Threats and infulcing Erpel. 
ſions of the Faction, when the French had thus pre- 
vaild? How was the Wind curs'd that took them 


ſhort, and prevented the Deſtruction of our Royal 


Navy at Spir-head ? They expreſs'd the like becoming 
Satisfaction, when they afterwards heard that Mons, 


Charleroy and Namur were reduc'd by France; nor could 


they forbear their Triumphs, when they heard that 
any of our Merchants orConvoys tell intothe Power of 


the Enemy. Thus were they contented to facrifice to 


their Reſentments, the Treaſure and Blood of their 


| N ative C ountry, and t to W theraſclyes on the De- 


: > bverex 


Hiverer of 11 were ſatisſied to give up the Li- 
berties of all Europe. 

This unexpected Advantage of the French at 
Sea ſo much encouraged the Malecontents, and fo 
diſpirited his Majeſty's good Subjects, that nothing 

leſs than the Signal Victory at the Boyne had been 
ſufficient to have ſtopp'd the growing Miſchief. 
The Succeſs of that Famous Action proved indeed 
a very ſeaſonable Remedy, and had a remarkable 
Influence in abating the Arrogance of the Faction, = 
confirming the King's Friends, and determining the = 
Doubtful to their Duty. 
The Diſaffected finding Things thus ſettled and 
compoſed, far beyond their Expectation, by his 
Majſty's proſperous Campaign in Ireland, and be- 
ing ſtill furiouſly bent upon bringing about their 
wicked Deſigns, ſoon after, as it is well known, ſet 
on Foot a direct Negotiation with their Friends at 
St. Germains, to concert Meaſures, and form De- 
ſigns againſt the Government. This T raiterous 
Commerce was undertaken by the Lord Preſton 
and his Accomplices ; and though he, and ſome other 
2 of the Conſpirators, by falling into the Hands of Ju- 
* Nice, were prevented from carrying it on, yet o- 
| 1 thers of the Faction ſucceeded to the Employment, 
0 and not long after tranſacted with the Court above- 
named, to bring about an Invaſion of England. * 
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The French King, and his Friends, ſeeing his 
Majeſty had with invinſible Patience and Fortitude 
ſurmounted ſo many Difficulties, which in their 
Opinion, meaſuring his Strength by that of com- 
mon Princes, Rs have certainly over-whelm'd 
him, and obſerving that now he ſhone forth with 
ſtronger Light, hay ing ſcattered the Clouds, that 
obſcured him at bis firſt rif ing, and finding that 
the Engliſh were generally well pleaſed with a Mo- 
narch that was rats Martial, and a zealous Protector 
of the Proteſtant Intereſt, Qualities, which they 
long wiſhed to ſee, either together, or but ſo much 
as ſingly upon the Throne, and inferring thence, 
that there was little Hope remaining, that the Body 
of the Nation would ever invite the late abdicated 
King to return, they agreed to impoſe him on the 
Nation by Force, e of Choice the Engh ſh 
were never likely to receive. 

It is no wonder that Monarch was willing to be 
at any Hazard or Expence to reſtore the late King 
James, when he found fuch a vigorous Oppoſition 
from his Succeſſor, who had now put himſelf at the 
Head of the Confederacy, and added the Weight 
of England to ſupport the Common Intereſt of 
Europe; he could not but expreſs an ardent Zeal to 
divert the Arms of England, and cruſh a Prince, 
whoſe Illuſtrious Vertues, and Military Fame, were 
become very uneaſy to him; for he could not but 
with Diſpleaſure and 8 950 look upon the King of 


ea Urirair, as the mo! Oy, Perſon in the World, 
nor 
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not only to eclipſe his Glory, but even to ſhake 
the Foundations of his Empire; and therefore he 


complyed with the Sollicitations of the Malecon- 
tents, and while the King was abſent in Flanders, 


reſolved to make a Deſcent upon his Kingdom. 


Accordingly in the Year 1691, a numerous Ar- 
my was collected and drawn down to the Sea- Coaſts 
near La Hogue, the late King being at their Head; a 


2 proportionable Number of Tranſſ ports were pro- 


vided, and all Things prepared for their Embarka- 


tion: And it is very e that Granvall's De- 


ſign to aſſaſſinate his Majeſty that Campaign in 


Flanders was concerted the ſame Summer, & in like 
manner, as this laſt Conſpiracy againſt the King's 


Life was ſet on Foot at the ſame time with the in- 


tended Invaſion, as will afterwards appear. 
In the mean time the diſcontented Party here in all 


Places grew moſt audacious. They infulted the 


Friends of the Government, and reviled his Maje- 
ly, the Head of it, in ſo inſolent a manner, as 


thew'd they looked upon Succeſs as ſure, and ſeem- 


ed tranſported with the greateſt Joy, that in a few 
Days they ſhoulg ſee this Kingdom involved in Blood 


and Confuſion ; being themſelves ready to engage on 


the Side of a Foreign Army, and to mix with mer- 


cileſs Dragoons, and Triſh Rebels, to ravage and de- 


ſtroy their native Country. As to the King, who 


was expoſing his Perion. abroad to all the EY of

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a raging War, they doubted not of barring for ever 


his Return to his Throne and Government, and by 
this Means of letting in upon us a Deluge of the 


moſt dreadfu] Calamities that ever befell an unhap- 


py People. 


But it pleaſed God, by whoſe Gracious Care and 
Watchful Providence, his Majeſty and his Govern- 
ment had been hitherto preſerved, to diſpel on a 


ſudden this Storm which hung fo frightful over us, 
and by defeating in a Moment all their mighty Pre- 
parations, in a terrible manner to rebuke the Pride 


and Confidence of our Enemies. The Foreign and 


Domeſtick Conſpirators, who depended on the Con- 
duct and Power of the French Monarch, as ſuch 
as might warrant the Succeſs of all their Underta- 
kings, were amazed at the unexpected Miſcarriage 
of their Deſign, when Admiral Ruſſel prevailing o- 
ver the French Fleet, that was prepared to convoy 


their Tranſports, burnt ſuch Numbers of their great- 


eſt Ships on their own Shore, as ſoon put an End 
to the Expectations, which the Conſpirators had 
- conceived from this intended Expedition. But tho 
it damp'd their preſent Alacrity, it did not in the 
leaſt abate their Malice, nor divert their Def! igns a- 


gainſt the King and Kingdom. 


The next Incident which reviv'd their Hopes, 
was the Loſs of the Turkey Fleet, which fell into 
the Enemy's Hands. The welcome Tidings of this 
Miſcarriage, as likewiſe of our want of Succeſs in 


Flanders, mightily cher d and ſupported the Spi- 


rits 
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gits of the Party, while they imagined that theſe 
. M isfortunes would make ſuch a deep Impreſſion 
on the People, and produce ſuch a general Diſatis- 
: faction, that the Parliament upon it, would refuſe 
any longer to raiſe Supplies for carrying on the 
War. 
Grovn confident in this Belief, 4 the Progreſs 
of the Enemy's Arms in Flanders, and the great 
Expence of Treaſure, that muſt needs be demanded 
to ſupply our Army abroad, together with the ine- 
vitable Damage we ſuſtained in our Trade, would in 
a ſhort time ſo impoverith the Nation, and render 
the People fo uneaſy, that they would be neceſſita- 
ted to make Peace with France, by recalling the late 
King, they fell to work in all Places, and in all 
Companies to aggravate our Loſſes, to repreſent our 
| Taxes as an inſupportable Burden, and to revile the 
Government for not hnding out Ways to preſerve 
it ſelf at a cheaper Rate. They envy'd to his Ma- 
jeſty the Bounty of his Parliaments, who gave him 
ſuch large, yet neceſſary Supplies, for the Protecti- 
on of his Kingdom, chufi ing rather to enable the 
King to carry on the War Abroad, than to feel the 
lad Effects of it in our own Bowels. The Faction 
from this hop'd they might gain a great Advan- 
tage, by turning the neceſſary Means of our Pre- 
ſervation, to an Occaſion of our Ruin; hence they 
confidently aſſured the People, that the Govern- 
ment muſt of neceſſity ſink under its own Weight, 
and that the Greatneſs of our Expence muft una- 
voidably 
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yoidably prove our Deſtruction. They never ceaſed 
from declaiming on this Popular Subject, and gaul- 
ing the People in this tender Part, hoping to make 


them weary of a Government that was repreſented 


ſo burdenſome, and at laſt to perſwade them to let 
in the Deluge, rather than to be at the I. xpence of 


maintaining their Banks. | 
It cannot be denied, that the Goverment which 


had ſuch great and various Difficulties to ſtr uggle 
with, both from Foreign and Domeſtick Enemies, 


required for its Support more than ordinary Supplies; 


and our Loſſes at Sea, during a War with France, 


were in a great meaſure unavoidable; but though 
the Malecontents, by theſe Topicks, made a great 
Impreſſion upon ſome weak Minds, who felt too 


ſenſibly their Pains, but did not conſider the Con- 


ſequences that muſt attend the deſperate Method 
propounded by the Malecontents for their Cure, 
yet the Body of the Nation had a much better Senſe 


of Things, and were pleaſed rather to undergo 
theſe moderate Sufferings, while they enjoyed their 


Religion, Laws and Liberties, than to ſend again 


ſor their old Oppreſſors, eſteeming their prelent 
Burden not to be compared with that intollerable 


Weight of Miſery, which would certainly follow 


upon ſuch a Change of Government. The People 


therefore, and their Repreſentatives, reſolved to 
continue the War at any Rate, while the Laſt gave 


Supplies bountifully, and the Firſt paid them chear- 


fully, as ſeeing it ene neceſſary to their Pre- 
ſervation. When

When the Malecontents {aw themſelves fruſtrated 
in theſe Expectations alſo, to promote their Deſigns 


and expreſs their Hatred to the Government, they ſer 
themſelves more than ever to foment Factions, Jea- 
louſies, and Diſcontents ; and by odious Miſrepre- 


ſentations, infamous Libels, and groundleſs Slanders, 


they ſtrove with unparallel d Application, in all 
: Places, to ſpread 2 rebellious Ferment ; ; and where 


they ſaw the Flame at any time kindled, they conti- 
nually fann'd and cheriſh'd it with virulent Diſ- 
courſes and Invectives. It was for this End that they 


rais'd ſo loud a Clamour, when a great Part of his 

_ Majeſty's Fleet was, for juſt and neceſſary Reaſons, 
ſent into the Mediterranean; while to fill the Minds £ 
of the People with unquiet Apprehenſions, they told 


them, that the Strength of the Nation was now ſent 
away, and expos'd to the utmoſt Hazard, and in the 
mean time our Coaſts were unguarded, and our Com- 


_ merce unprotected. 


'To ſtir up the People to an Inſurrection private 
Clubs and Cabals were appointed to concert their 


ſeditious Schemes, tumultuous Meetings were open- 


ly held, to ſhow their Confidence, affright the 


Friends of the Government, and keep up the Hearts 
of their Party. The preſent Eſtabliſhment was afreſh 


_ inſulted with unſufferable Infolence ; our Parliaments 
traduc'd and our Miniſters expos'd and made con- 


temptible. They treated his Majeſty with unheard- 


of Arrogance, inventing Stories at Pleaſure, and 


ſticking at no Falſehoods, tho in themſelves ever fo 


ridi- 


Lunaticks, 
many, Who ſcar d themſelves with imaginary and

ridiculous and incredible, if they had the leaſt Hopes 
to faiten by ſuch Means any Dithonour on his Mas 
jeſty, or render him to his Subjects either hateful or 


deſpicable. They reſolv d, if poſſible, to weaken his 


Credit and Confidence with his People, by reproach- 


ing him as an Enemy to the Church of England, a 
Church, Which he had ſo lately lav'd, and fill de- 


fended at the Hazard of his Life, and to protect 


which he had ſo often engag'd his Sacred Word 


and Promiſe, a Word, that might be taken, and a 
Promiſe, that might be rely d on. They aſpers' d 


him as an Enemy to the Ergliſh Nation, after all 
that he had done for its Deliverance, and while he 


was undertakiug with ſo much Toil and Hazard to 


his Royal Perſon, to guard the Kingdom againſt 
the powerful Arms of France. 

The crafty Agitators drew in divers of the 
warmer, who are Al the weaker Sort, by chi- 
merical and unreaſonable Fears of Presbytery and a 


Commonwealth. Theſe two Words, as if they car- 


ried ſome potent Charm, like ſome Notes of Mu- 
ſick, that ſtrangely affect particular Perſons, and 
as certain Accents vehemently diſturb and enrage 
had an unaccountable Influence upon 


phantaſtick Terrors; and without the leaſt colour of 
Reaſon, grew giddy with their own groundleſs 
Fears, and from thence concluded that the Church 
and Monarchy were both ready to fall, 


Though

Though his Majeſty had been long inform'd of 


their Seditious and Diſloyal Practices, yet he ſtillen- 
| deavoured by his Moderation and unwearied Pa- 


tience, to reclaim his diſobedient Subjects, and com- 
poſe their turbulent and unquiet Spirits: Andthough 


he had great Reaſon to believe, that his moſt Graci- 


ous Pardon, and his eaſy and gentle Government, 


might by Degrees foften theſe obſtinate Enemies of 
their Country, and reduce them to a Senſe of their 


Lntereſt as well as Duty, or at leaſt bring them to a 


peaceable Diſpoſition; yet nothing is more evident, 


than that theſe indulgent Methods, which they per- 
verſely interpreted ſometimes as Supineneſs, ſome- 
times as Impotence, produc'd a very contrary Effect. 


From the Moderation of the Government, they ga- 


ther'd Courage and Vigour to oppoſe it, while they 
grew confident by their Eaſe, and preſumptuous by 
Impunity. Such was their Indignation to be defeat- 


ed in their Deſigns againſt their Country, that all Ad- 

vances of Kindneſs towards them were made in vain; 
the Faction continued ſowr and inconſolable, Eng- 
land was delivered and protected againſt its Oppreſſors; 
and this Misfortune they were not able to bear. 


On the Death of the Queen of ever Happy Me- 


mory, the Faction conceiv'd freſh Hopes after their 
ſeveral Diſappointments, This Misfortune to the 


King and Kingdom they concluded muſt be at- 
tended with Conſequences as would highly favour 
their Deſigns againſt the Government : And ſhortly 


ifter it had pleas d the Divine Providence to afflict 


the 
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ch Nation, = lin away this Lak Blefſ: ing; 


they Were encourag d to enter upon Deſigns to det 


prive us of the King allo; and the fame Week, 


wherein his Majeſty had given them the fulleſt and 


molt extenſive Pardon, that was ever known, theſe 


ungrateful Men were contriving to ſeize upon his 


Royal Perſon; * for about this Time ſeveral Meet- 
ings and Conſultations were held by Captain Cher- | 


zock, Captain Porter, Captain Wangh, Major Ma- 


thews, Mr. Donelaugh, Mr. Goodman, and Sir Wil- 
liam Perkins, to ſettle the Method of executing this 


their Deſign; and the Places where theſe Conſpira- 
tors, or the greateſt Part of them met, were Mr. 


Goodman s Houle in Brownlow-Street, the Chocolate 
Houſe in St. James's Street, and the Fountain Tas 


vern by the Temple-Gate. 
And that they might quiet their Minds, which it 


ſeems were not perfectly deliver'd from all Senſe of 


Guilt and Horror, at ſuch a barbarous Enter prize, 


they ſent over to ſolicit the late King James, to 
grant them a Commiſſion, which they flatter'd them- 
{elves would be enough to authorize the Villany. But 
it ſeems it was not thought fit to grant any ſuch Com- 
miſſion at that Juncture, in which Things did not per- 
| haps appear ripe enough for their Purpoſe; at leaſt it 
was fo delay d, that the Conſpirators ſeem'd uneaſy to be 


held ſo long 1 in ſuſpence, and therefore reſolv'd forth- 
with to execute their Deſt ign, notwithſtaading theis

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Expectations of a Commiſſion from St. Germains 
were difappointed : And now howſoever weak and 


impracticable it might ſeem, they projected a Deſign 


roartack the Guards, ſeize the King, and forthwith 


hurry him to Deal, where a Veſſel was to be provided 
to receive, and thence carry him into France; and 


in Caſe of Reſiſtance, they purpos'd to deſtroy him, 


and then pretend it was done by a Random Shot : 
And in order to this they proceeded ſo far, as to view 
the Ground about Tarnham- Green, and to fix on a Place 
proper for their Deſign; but they had not Time 
enough to compleat this Affair before the King em- 
bark'd for Flanders, and thereby oblig'd them to de- 


fer their intended Villany, till his Return in the 
Winter. * 


But the Conſpirators Gould by no Means ſit down 


ſatisfied with being idle in the mean Time, and there- 
fore many Meetings and Conſultations were held in 
various Places; where it 'was conſider'd and debated, 
what were the moſt proper and expeditions Means of 
reſtoring the late King: + And it was agreed on at a 
Meeting at the Old King's-Head in Leadenhall-Streer, 


where were then preſent, the Earl of A-----=, the 


Lord A--=--, Sir Fobn Femnich Sir John Friend, 


Mr. Goodman, Captain Chernoch, and Captain Porter 


= thata confiding Meſſenger ſhould be ſent to St. Gor 
= mains, who ſhould perſwade their hte Soveregn to 


E ten thouſand Men; e thouſand Foot, a

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choufand Horſe, and a thouſand Dragroons + M0: onder 
to make a Deſcent upon England; with which Aux- 
illary Forces, the Conſpirators, who were then ready 
to riſe in Arms and join them, undertook to reduce 


theſe Kingdoms, and ſer the Crown again upon the 
late King's Head. The Perſon choſen out tor this 
Errand to St. Germains, was Mr. Chernoch, u ho ex- 
prels'd his Willingneſs to undertake the Traiterous In- 
tercourſe, provided they would let him know what 


Aſſurances he might give the late King of their rea- 


dineſs to ſerve him, in Caſe he came with ſuch a Power 
as they demanded. The Conſpirators thereupon 
unanimouſly aſſur'd him, that if the late King land- 


ed, they would ſerve him with two thouſand Horſe; 


- Chernack, thereupon reply'd, he would be the Meſ- 
ſenger, but deſir'd they would give him another 


Meeting, that he might be ſatisfied this was their 
ſettled and deliberate Reſolution, and ſuch as the late 
King might depend on. This was granted, and a 


ſecond Meeting appointed a few Days after at Mrs. 
Mount joy's Houle in St. Fames's-Streer, where the 


Conſpirators met and renewed their Promiſes and Aſ- 
ſurances, that they were ready to aſſiſt and join the 


late King with the abovemention d Body of Horle, 


in Caſe of an Invaſion: Upon which Chernock, a 


ſhort time after, went over into France, and commus- 


nicated to the late King their Requeſt. But whether | 


that Prince's Friends were diffident of the Intereſt and 


Strength of the Conſpirators, and not diſpos'd to 


giwe Credit to the Repreſentations of a Faction, 


which 
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vhich had often deceiv'd them, a Faction, Who, as 
| Malecontents uſually are, were vehement and impor- 
tunate in their Applications, and indiſcreetly cager 
and impatient of bringing about their Deſigns ot 
oyerturning the Government which they hated, or 
whether they were willing to ſee the Iſſue of another 


Campaign, ſuppoſing if it prov'd ſucceſsful, it 
would mightily facilitate their Invaſion of England, 
ir is certain, the Conſpirators were told by the late 


King, that he was ſenſible of their Fidelity and Sted- 
faſtneſs in his Intereſt; for which he thank'd them; 
hut as to the Aſſiſtance they deſir d him to procure, 

his Anſwer was, that the French King could not, at 
that Time, ſpare fo great a Number of his Troops as 


they demanded; Thus the Invaſion was deferr'd to a 


more favourable Seaſon. 


In the mean time the trcaſonable Commerce 
went on with St. Germains; for which purpoſe they 
maintained Boats of their own on the Coaſts of 


ent; all Care was taken to ſupport the Spirits of the 


Party; and all Artifices and Methods of Application 


were us'd to ſpread a malignant Ferment among the 
People, which might e them uneaſy under the 


Government, and diſpoſe them to a Change. 
The Succeſs of his Majeſty's Arms, at the memora- 


ble Seige of Namur, Was ſo far from diſcouraging them 


from carrying on their Conſpiracy, that it ſeem'd 
rather to puſh them on to accompliſh it with greater 


Expedition; for being jcalous that the next Cam-

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paign might ſtill encreaſe the Reputation of his Ma- 
jeſty's Arms, and diminiſh that of his Enemies; 


they reſolv'd to haſten the Execution of their De- 


ſigns; fo that the Fears they entertain'd of his Ma- 


jeſty's ſtill getting greater Advantages in the Field. 
ſeem to have given Birth to the late intended In- 


vaſion and Aſſaſſination. 
His Majeſty's admirable Clemency nd Patience 


was ſo long and ſo highly abus d by theſe incorri» 
gible Perſons, that many of his Loyal Subjects 


were alarm'd, and grew uneaſy, fearing the dange- 
rous Effects that might proceed from this licenti- 


ous and unreſtrain'd Behaviour of the profefs'd E- 


nemies of the Government: Yet nothing could 


move his Majeſty from his unalterable Reſolution, 
of trying to the utmoſt theſe obſtinate Men, by his 
uſual Methods of Moderation and Forbeaiance, ſtill 


hoping even to the laſt, that he might win them by 
his Goodneſs, without exerting = Power. 


But all his gracious Indulgence was loſt upon 


them, for they grew upon it more bold and daring, 
and with greater Heat and Impatience than ever, be- 


ſtirred themſelves to ripen their villanous Conſpi- 
racy. In Order to this, great Stores of Arms were 
bought up and conceal'd in convenient Places, * great 


Numbers of Horſes were provided to mount their 


Troops, which they had liſted; Officers were ap- 
pointed, and Commiſſions receiv'd from the late

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King, by which pretended Authority they were to 
act. In ſuch a Poſture were their Affairs at Home. 
In the mean time, the traiterous Negotiation was 
' maintain'd between the Conſpirators and the late 
King. And at this time the French Court ſeem 
inclin'd to comply with their Deſires, hy lending 
the late King a good Body of his Troops. Meſſen- 
gers went to and fro with Pacquets of Letters to 
Concert Affairs, and to give Intelligence of the For- 
wardneſs of the Invaſion on the one Side, and the In- 
ſurrection of the other. For nothing can be more 
evident, than that a Deſign of bringing back the 
late King James, and with him all our former Fears 
and Calamities was early entr'd upon, and ſtill kept 
on Foot among the Male contentents: The Fire {till 
burn'd, tho' it did not always blaze out, but as Cir- 
cumſtances favour'd it, and as it was cheriſh'd with 
a greater Application, and the Addons of freſh 
Fuel. 

Can any higher Example of nana appearin 
Story than this, that Proteſtants ſhould apply them- 
ſelves to a Popiſh Prince, to protect the Proteſtant 
Religion, the Religion, which that very Prince 
had ſuppreſs d in his own Dominions ?

Patron and Aſſertor of that Worſhip in the whole 
World, and that the Subjects of England ſhould 
earneſtly ſollicit a Monarch to reſtore and maintain 
their Rights and Liberties, who himſelf is an abſo- 
lute Prince in his own Dominions 2 
And had this barbarous and deteſtable Coby, 
fo deeply and carefully laid, and which had ex- 
hauſted all the Counſel and Politicks of the Enemy, 
taken effect, the ſaddeſt Scene of Deſolation had un- 
avoidably enſu' d, that ever befel a miſerable People. 
England, that had been fo lately and miraculouſly 
deliver'd by the compaſhonate Arms of his Majeſty

A cruel 
and inexorable Army of Strangers muſt have ravag'd 
and laid Waſte our fertile Conntry, burnt and de- 
ſtroy'd our Towns and Cities, having firſt ſent the 
Spoils to enrich their own Land: In a Word, our 
Religion, that had ſo long flouriſh'd in the Nati- 
on, muſt have been entirely extirpated, and the free 
Government of England chang'd into a State of »bſo- 
lute Slavery, underArbitrary Maſters. Theſe Caumi- 
gies, whatever fooliſh Paradiſe the infatuated Con- 
ſpirators might have dreamt of, muſt have been „ 
neceſſary Conſequence of the ng s Fall, and o- 
my Invaſion. 
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Such an Example of Ingratitude in a Country of 
good-natur'd People, ſuch Barbarity and Thirſt of 


| Blood in a civiliz d Nation, fuch Revenge and me- 
ditated Treaſon among Chriſtians, whoſe Badge 


of Diſtinction is mutual Love, where Proteſtants 
combin'd with Papiſts to ſubvert a Proteſtant Go- | 


vernment, and Engliſhmen conſpir'd with Fo- 
reigners, to ſubdue and enſlave themſelves as well as 
their Neighbours, and the Poſterity of both, will 


appear ſo monſtrous and unnatural, that coming Ages 


might be excus'd, if they look'd upon it all as pure- 


ly fabulous, did not the cleareſt and moſt convin- 


cing Evidence, that ever accompany'd a Story ot 


this Nature, and the full Confeſſion of the Criminals 


themſelves, put it beyond all Poffibility of doubt- 


| Ing. 


The Evidence, that diſcover'd this Conſpiracy, and 
on which the Criminals were convicted and condem- 


ned, was as full and clear as perhaps was ever produc'd 


on the like Occaſion. No Fact of this kind was 


ever prov'd and made appear ſo ſoon to the univerſal 
vatisfaction of all forts of Perſons. For the Evi- 
dence was free and voluntary, and perfectly deliver'd 


from all ſuſpicions of Tampering and Subornation : 


The principal Witneſſes were of a_ contrary Re- 
lgion to that eſtabliſh'd by our Laws, which they 


were zealous in the higheſt degree to ſubvert, and to 


lettle their own in its Room. They were Men that 


cvcr ſhew'd invincible Hatred and Averſion to his 


Majeſty and his Government; Men of an active 


he . "and 
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and enterprizing Temper, and upon that Account of 
great Credit and Intimacy with his greateſt Enemies, 
and therefore cannot be ſuppos'd to forge and con- 
trivea Conſpiracy, and then perjure themſelves, that 


they might deſtroy their Friends, and eſtabliſh a 


Religion and a Government, whoſe ruine and 


Extirpation was their moſt paſſionate Wiſh. 


They were themſelves embark'd and engag d in this 


horrible Deſign of A ſſaſſinating his Majeſty ; they 
were preſent at the Conſults, Meetings and Cabals, 
where this Villany was diſcourſed and agrecd upon, 


and were themſelv es forward to promote No: 
Threats were us'd on the Part of the Government, 


nor any Promiſes of Pardon or Reward to induce them 


to accuſe any Man unjuſtly. Many of thefe Wit- 


neſſes were Strangers and unknown to one another, 
and therefore 9991 not poſſibly combine together, ei- 


ther to contrive or impoſe Affliction of this Nature 


upon others; and as they were Strangers to each o- 
ther, ſo they came in to give their Information ſe- 
parately and wholly ignorant of each other's Deſign: 
Vet was there ſo great an Harmony and Agree- 
ment between their ſevcral Relations in every, not 
only capital and eſſential, but even leſs material Parts, 


mutually inlightening and corroborating each other, 
that Demouſtration and Noon. Day are not clearer 


than this Evidence. 
And tho' it is not altogether inen who were 


the Principal Heads and Promoters of this Conſpiracy, |

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WAS found down-right and poſitive Proof of their 
being engag'd In 1 this horrid Villany, will be 5 


mention d. 
The Conſpirators carried on \ thei traiterous Com- 


merce with St. Germains, till at length the French King 


vas prevail'd upon to aſſiſt the late King James with 
an Army to invade England. And it muſt be granted, 
that the Time which they fix'd upon to put their 


Deſign in Execution, was very favourable and en- 


couraging: For now there were few regular Troops 
on Foot in England or Scotland, his Majeſty's For- 


ces being almoſt all employ'd in carrying on in 
Conjunction with his Allies, the War againſt the 
French King in Flanders: And as for the Militia of 
the Country, the Conſpirators had thoſe undiſciplin'd 
Troops in Contempt, not believing they could make 
the leaſt Stand againſt a Veteran Army. The ey be- 
liev'd therefore they ſhould make a Deſcent on a 


weak and almoſt defenceleſs Country ; neither did 
they apprehend any Oppoſition that could be made 
at Sea to prevent their Invaſion, for they knew that 


a ſtrong Convoy was ready in England, and had recei- 
ved failing Orders to make the beſt of their Way to 


reinforce Admiral Rook at Cadiz, whoſe Squadron was 


look'd upon as inferiour in Strength to that of the 
French then putting to Sea from Toulon. 


It muſt likewiſe be acknowledg'd, that in this Con- 

juncture ſeveral Things concurr'd to make the Body 
of the People uneaſy, though not as the Conſpirators 
ee ready for Rebellion; g namely, the Loſs of 


their 
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their Eaſt and Fe/t-India' Ships, that fell into the 
The Neceſſity of greater 
Supplies for the Support of the Government. The 
Diſagreement between England and Scotland about 
Schemes of Trade, and above all, the ill State of the 


filver Money, which now required a ſpecdy Remedy. 


Our Coin had for many Years paſt, been gradually 
leffen'd or debas'd, but within theſe three laſt Years 
was ſo extreamly clipp'd and counterfeited, that there 
may be ſome Reaſon to believe that beſides the ſordid 
Coveteouſneſs of particular Perſons, there muſt have 
concurr'd thediligent Aſſiſtance of our Enemies, who | 
by this Means endeavour'd to ſtreighten and diſtreſs 
the Government: It was fo great and ſo capital a 
Point, that without redreſſing this publick Evil, the 


Government could not have been ſupported much 


longer; yet the Remedy, the Application of Which 


was abſolutely neceſſary, was ſo difficult, and the 


Ways to come at it fo intricate and embarraſs'd, that 


whatever Means of Redreſs ſhould be agreed upon, yet 


the beſt muſt have been attended with great Confuſion 
and Diſorder; whence, as they apprehended, ſuch 
Tumults and Diſtractions would certainly follow, as 


would favour the Invaſion, and ſoon overwhelm ſuch 


a diſturb d aud diſcontented Kingdom. 


It was obſerv'd before, that two Sorts of Men, 


the Papiſts, and that Kind of moderate Proteſtants, 


who are neareſt to them in Principles and Affection, 
were Enemies to his Majeſty and his Government. 


It muſt now be remark' d that the Proteſtants were 
ſubdivided 5 
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ubdivided into two Parties, one of hich: had the 
Lord Melford for their Head, the other the Earl of 
Middleton. The firſt was the hot and violent Sort, 
who had the Papiſts generally on their Side : Theſe 
Men earneſtly defir'd and laboured with Zeal to bring 
back the late King as an abſolute Conqueror, without 
any Capitulation or Agreement. They hop'd to ſee 
him riding in Triumph over the Necks of his Oppo- 
ſers, and trampling under Foot his old Enemies, 
the Laws and Rights of the Exgliſh Nation. The 
other Party, tho' diſaffected to the Government, and 
very deſirous of the late King's Return, yet were not 
tranſported to that extravagant Degree of Deluſion, 
as to be willing to ſacrifice, their Religion, Rights 
and Liberties to the Will of an unlimited Maſter; 
and therefore in their Conferences with the other 
Side, about the Means of reſtoring the late King, they 
always offer'd ſuch Methods and Schemes, as had a 
Shew at leaſt of ſecuring their Religion and Liberty, 
[ in Caſe he prevail'd; and theſe, who thus contend- 
Z ed for his Reſtoration on Terms and Compoſition, 
were fiercely oppos'd by the other Faction, who 
ſtill rejected their Overtures, and declaim'd loudly 
_ againſt all Limitations propos'd to hinder an exorbi- 
tant and deſpotick Power in their Prince: For theſe 
vehement Men were exceſſively fond of Arbitrary 
Dominion; nor was it only the King, but the Ty- 
rant that they defir'd. They were unwilling to re- 
ſtrain a Power, which they hop'd to make Uſe of, 
for enſlaving the Nation, and procuring Dominion 
| and 
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and Riches to themſelves. Great Heats and Animo- 
fities roſe between theſe two Parties: The firſt were 
molt m_— to the late King James and his 
Court; but the laſt were moſt conſiderable for their 
Number and Intereſt. To humour therefore the laſt, 
the Earl of Middleton who was ſent over to St. Ger- 
mains to manage their Affairs, was made Secretary of 
State ; and the Lord Melford, as if under ſome Diſ-— 
grace, was order'd to withdraw from Court, that 
the other Faction might believe that they had the Aſ- 
cendency, and that their Way and Method of re- 
itoring the late King was beſt accepted and chiefly 
inſiſted on; tho' there is good Ground to conclude, 
chat all this was nothing bur Arrtifice and Colluſion : 
My Lord Melford being ſtill in the Secret of the 
late King, and ſtill correſponded underhand with 
him. And now by this concerted Invaſion and Re- 
bellion, it plainly appears that the violent and bigot- 
ted Party of my Lord Melford were in the greateſt _ 
Eſteem ; that their Scheme of bringing back the late 
King without Terms, was moſt approv'd ; while the 
others were abus'd and impos'd on by ſpecious Aſſu- 
rances, that the Terms and Limitations, whach they 
offer'd were very agreeable, while there was no Man- 
ner of Care taken, after the intended Deſcent ſhould 
be made, and the Kingdom over-run with a Foreign 
Army, to ſecure either their ROE or their 
Laws. 


Several 


Several Deſigns had been hid before this, to make 


2 Deſcent upon England with a Foreign Army, and 
thus to procure the Reſtoration of the late King, and 
we were almoſt every Spring alarm'd by the Enemies 
of the Government threatning the Kingdom with a 
formidable Invaſion : But whenever ſuch a real In- 
vaſion was intended, we had always ſome Declarations 
of the late King to facilitate his Reception. In thoſe 
Declarations, whatever were his real Intentions, he 


always promiſed great Kindneſs to the Ergliſh Nati- 


on; he thought it his Intereſt to ſooth and ſoften the 
Temper of the People by repeated Promiſes of main- 
taining the Conſtitution of Parliaments, and protect- 


ing the Proteſtant Religion, with the Rights and 


Liberties of the Subject; all which however he had 
before labour'd with great Zeal to ſubvert. He ſcem'd 
to expreſs ſome Senſe of his Errours in his Govern- 
ment, and to make the People leſs zealous to oppoſe 
his Return, he declar'd that the paſt Offences of all 


Men ſhould be pardon'd, provided they made no 


Oppoſition to him after his Landing. But now the 


Scene is quite chang'd ; no ovliging Declaration is ſet 


forth, no Promiſe of Pardon publiſh'd ; nothing but 
Fire and Sword, and all the ſad Effects of an abſolute 
_ Conqueſt could be expected, in Cale the Invaſion 


ſhould ſucceed. The late King no longer pretended 


to return upon a Proteſtant Intereſt, bur] by the Pow- 
er of a Foreign Army wholly compos d of old and 
experienc'd Troops, no Engliſi, nor Triſh, of whom 
there were then conſiderable Numbers in Fraxce, 
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being allow'd to ſhare in this Enterprize, as being 
look'd upon not fo proper to be employ'd in ſubdu- 
ing their own Country; and therefore, Whatever 
that deluded Party might imagine, it is plain that 
nothing leſs was deſign'd, than an entire Reduction 
of theſe Kingdoms by a Foreign Power, the Conſe- 
quences of which muſt unavoidably have been the 
utter Extirpation of our Religion, and the irrecovera- _ 
ble Subverſion of our Laws and Liberties. 

At the latter End of the Year 1695, all Things 
were prepar'd for a ſudden Invaſion of England, by 
the late King James at the Head of a powerful Army, 
and many Engliſb Malecontents, who confpir'd a- 
gainſt their King and Country; and their Affairs 
were in the following Situation. 

* About the Beginning of February 1695, the 
Duke of Berwick, was diſpatch'd into England to 
concert Affairs with the Conſpirators here, and to 
give them Aſſurance that the late King was ready to 
make a Deſcent upon England, at the Head of an Ar- 
my, and having diſcharged his Commiſſion, the 
Duke return'd to Calais, and meeting at St. Dennis 
the late King his Father, he related to him, and after- 
terward to the French King at Verſailles, in What 
Poſture he found Things in England, and how he had 
acquitted himſelf of his Expedition. 

It was ſoon after that the late King James having 
taken his Leave of the French King, leſt St. Ger-

mains, 
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mains, and came Poſt to Calais, to put himſelf at 
the Head of the Army deſigned for England. At 
Calais he was met by the Mareſchal 4e Bouffleurs, 
who came from Flanders to confer with him on this 
important Occaſion, and to give ſuch Orders and 
Advice, as he judged neceſſary to render the Expe- 
dition ſucceſsful, 

A competent Number of Trmbpores 1 were arri- 
ved at Calais, and other adjacent Places, convenient 
for the Embarkation of theſe Troops, and Mr. Ga- 
beret was come up as high as Calais with a Squa- 
dron of Men of War, which when reinforced by 
the Conjunction of D Bart's Fleet from Dee 

was looked upon as a ſufficient Convoy. 

This was the Poſture of Affairs on the other 
ide of the Water. In the mean time, the Facti- 
on of the late King was on this Side ready to take 
up Arms, to receive and aſſiſt him. The Tranf- 
portation of Horſe, being a Ma tter of great Trou- 
ble, as well as Expence, * the Conſpirators in En- 
gland engaged to aſſiſt him at their Landing with 
ſeveral Regiments of Horſe and Dragoons; for 
which Purpoſe, Commiſſions had been ſent over 
from the late King, and delivered to ſeveral of the 
Conſpirators, to empower them to raiſe Men, and 
as their Officers, to command them. In purſu- 
ance of this pretended Authority, many Troops 
were liſted, and their Under- Officers named. Sir

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Fohn Friend received a Commiſſion for a Regiment 
of Horſe, which was very near compleated ; his 
| Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, and Captains, being na- 
med, and the Troops almoſt full. Sir William Per- 
kins had likewiſe a Commiſſion for a Regiment of 
Horſe, and had engaged a conſiderable Number to ſerve 
him in it. He declared his own Troop was whol- 
ly compoſed of old Soldiers, and that ſeveral other 
Gentlemen well experienced 1 in Military Affairs, had | 
promiſed to follow him as Volunteers. Coll. Tem- 
peſt, as Chernock told Porter, had a Commiſſion for 
a Regiment of Dragoons, which was ſaid to be in 
great eee ee Sir ohn Femvick had four Troops 
ready : Coll. Parker was to command another Re- 
giment, and Mr. Carwiz another; * there was one 
more to be rais'd in and about Sfolk, where the 
Malecontents boaſted they had great Intereſt. Many 
Commiſſions were dclivered to thoſe who were na- 
med for their Under-Officers. The late} King ha- 
ving ſent them Word, that he was ready to make 
a Deſcent, the Conſpirators were very diligent in pre- 
paring to join him. Some of them took Journeys 
into ſeveral Provinces of the Kingdom, to agitate 
the diſcontented Party, and to acquaint them that 
the late King was on the Point of invading the 
Nation, and therefore ſtirred them up to riſe in 
Arms to give him Aſſiſtance, and to ingage as many 
of their Friends, as they had Intereſt in, to do the 
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fame. Bur it cannot be expected, that a full and 
particular Account of the intended Inſurrection 
ſhould be publiſhed to thee World, many of the 
Conſpirators being abſconded and fled from Juſtice 
and many being not yet brought to their Trial. It 
may ſuffice, that this Conſpiracy has been abun- 
dantly proved, and at laſt owned by all, or at leaſt, 
denied by none of the Criminals, who have ſince 
moſt deſervedly been condemned and executed for 
this deteſtable Plot ag gainſt the King and Kingdom. 
It was the general Dilcourls among the late King's 
Faction, that they would univerfally take up Arms, 
and it is very natural to believe it, and at this 
time the Confpirators in London were very active, 
and determined to PO on their Deſign to Exe- 
cution. | 
Notwithſtanding the e Various concurring Inciderits; 
which I have named before, extremely favoured the 
intended Invaſion and Infurrection, and were indeed 
a great Temptation and Encouragement to the under- 
taking of the one and the other, yet, whether it 
proceeded from the Dread of his Majeſty's Wiſs 
dom and Courage, or from the cautious Counſels of 
| the late King, it was feſolved to put nothing te 
hazard, but to make their Succeſs ſure by one 
ſingle Stroke, without which, they were not har- : 
dy enough to invade his Kingdom, though they 
knew there was little there but his ſingle Perſon 
to defend it, his Forces, being, as taid before, em- 
ployed in Handers. . 
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And notwithſtanding all great Princes, and vali- 
ant Commanders, as well from the Generofity of 
their Nature, as from a due Regard to the Safety 
and common Intereſt of all thoſe who are advan- 
ced to ſo high a Station, have ever abhorred ſuch 
a baſe and horrible Enterprize, as the Aſſaſſina- 
tion of any publick Perſon, much more of a King, 


and a brave Adverſary, yet their Succeſs in this In- 


vaſion and Inſurrection was looked upon at St. Ger- 
mains to be of ſuch Importance to their Af. 
fairs, that Humanity yielded to Maxims of State, 


and ſo great a King muſt fall by Villains, as if no 


Hopes were left of ſubduing him any other Way. 
The Aſſaſſination of the King of Great- Britain 
being therefore concerted and agreed upon by the 
Explifſh Court at St. Germains, as a Thing of ab- 
ſolute Neceſſity, to give Succeſs to the intended 
Invaſion. The next Thing conſidered, was a fit 
Perſon to manage an Affair of this Nature, and of 
fuch great Conſequence. Coll. Parker, a Perſon of 
a diſſolute Life, a hot and reſtleſs Temper, and di- 
ſtinguiſhed from others by his remarkable and un- 
common Wickedneſs, was by his bloody Principles, 
and inveterate Hatred to the King and his Friends, 
qualified above all Men for this Undertaking. He 
almoſt ever ſince his Majeſty came to the Throne, 
had been carrying on ſome Deſign againſt his Life, 
Was engaged in One, in the Year 1691, and after 
in the ſame Year with ther: with Grandvall and dic 
| Mont ; 


great Eſteem with the Conſpirators, and perfectly 
accompliſh d for ſuch a barbarous Work, was not 
fixed upon for this Expedition; 3 and conſidering 
how well he was known in England, and how in- 
| famous he was grown for his deteſtable Deſigns 
againſt his Majelty, they might juſtly apprehend, 
that his very being in England might alarm the 
People, who would preſently imagine, that ſome 


great Miſchief was in agitation, whenever that vio- 


lent Man appeared in this Country. Sir George 
Barclay therefore was choſen as the molt proper Per- 
lon to be entruſted with the Conduct of this En- 
terprize. . 

He was a Native of Scotland, an e Of- 


ficer, of known Courage, cloſe and reſerved, and of 


a competent Underſtanding ; ; and withal, ſuch a 
furious Bigot in his Religion, as to believe that 


for the Propagation of it, any the moſt diſho- 


nourable and inhumane Actions might lawfully be 
committed. This Gentleman hoving received his 


Commiſſion from the late King, and from Mr. Ca- 


roll, Secretary to the late Queen, had Eight Hun- 
dred Pounds to provide Men and Horſes, and to 
diſcharge other Expences, in conducting and ny”

of Januar) following. Upon his Arrival in Lon- 
don, he applied himſelf to the Perſons, in whom 
he had Reaſon to confide, and ſuch as he had the 
oreateſt Aſſurance in the World to believe, would 
be ready to ingage in this deſperate Wickedneſs. 
Theſe were Harriſon, alias Fohnſon, a Prieft, Cap- 
tain Chernock , Captain Porter, and Sir William Per- 
kins. Sir George had all the Encouragement that 
could be, to impart his Deſign to them, who be- 
fore had ſhewn a forward Inclination to Arent 
the King's Perſon. 


Theſe were the principal Perſons that Sir George 1 | 


addreſſed himſelf to. To theſe he communicated the 
Buſineſs which he came over about; that is, the 
Aſſaſſination of his Majeſty, and acquainted them 
that as he was ſent by the late King to conduct 
and accompliſh | this Buſineſs, ſo he had brought 
cover with him that King s Commiſſion for

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his Wa arrant and A Sheen and Portal 
were aſſured by him, that he had ſuch a Commiſſi- 
on, and Sir William Perkins and Harriſon, alias 
FJohnſon ſaw and read it: He likewiſe acquainted 
them, that about the Number of twenty Officers 
and Troopers out of King James's, Guards were 
ordered to come over, and were to be employed 
in this Affair, as was obſerved before. The fore- 
mentioned Perſons readily complying with this abo- 
minable Deſign, to facilitate the Invaſion and Re- 
ſtoration of the late King James, Sir George ſets 
them immediately to work, to engage as many more 
bold and deſperate Fellows, as would make up a 
Number ſufficient for their Purpoſe, which, as they 
judg'd, ought to be Forty, or a few more. This the 
Conſpirators chearfully undertook ; and with great 
Diligence endeavoured to procure the Men he de- 
fired. * Harriſon, alias Fohnſon, demanded of 
Blaire, who ſometime after viſited him in his 
Lodgings at Somerſet-Honuſe, if he knew any Soldi- 
ers, or Men of Courage, for that was their Phraſe 
for Ruffans and Cut-throats; for, ſaid he, ſome- 
thing may be done in a little time, that might prove 
an Introduction to King Fames's Reſtoration : Blaire 
replied, that he knew ſome ſuch Perſons, but then 
def: red to be informed, how the Buſineſs could be 
effected. The other anſwered, after ſome Diſcourſe 
about burning the Victualling-Office, to retard the

going out of the Engliſh Fleet; that he had been 
told, by an able and experienced Soldier, that with 
an Hundred good Horſe, he could put an End to 
the War in a Fortnights time. Blaire replied, then 
it muſt be done in ſome diſhonourable Way, 
which he durſt not ſo much as harbour in his 
Thoughts. The Prieſt perceiving the Squeemiſh- 
neſs of the Soldier, ſhrunk up his Shoulders, and 
fo the Converſation ended. But ſome time after, 
when Blaire objected to the ſaid Aſſaſſination as a 
wicked Deſign, that had no Authority from God 
or Man to ſupport it, Harriſon acquainted him, 
that there was a ſufficient Authority or Warrant, 
and that himſelf had ſeen it, and then demanded of 
him, if he thought it proper, that it ſhould be 
ſhewn to every Body. Blare replied, that he did 
not imagine that ſuch a Thing had been in his Na- 
ture (meaning the late 0 Je: and ee 
took his Leave. 
But Harriſon attempts Captain F ;ſber with more 
Succeſs; for having told him, that King James 
had ſent over a Commiſſion by Sir George Barclay 
to kill the Prince of Orange, Fiſher declared his 
Readineſs to embark in this bloody Enterprize, and 
ſoon after, that is, about the Third of February, 

| he was introduced by the ſaid Harriſon into the 

Company of Sir George Barclay, having firſt deſi- 

red him, that in caſe he knew Sir Georges. to take -

ſpeak freely to him: Upon which, Sir George im- 
mediately propos'd to him the aſſaſſinating of his 
Majeſty's Perſon. F. ſoer, without Heſitation, con- 
ſents, and they preſently enter upon Debate, about 
the beſt manner of accompliſhing their wicked 
\ Purpoſe ; and in order to it, Fiſher undertook to 
provide five Horſes and Arms for himſelf and four 
more. In the mean time, Chernock , Porter, and 


Sir William Perkins loſt no time, but laboured with 
great Application to engage the Number of Aſ- 


ſaſſins, for which they had undertaken. Porter's 
Quota was ſeven Men, and as many Horſes; Cher- 
zock's Six or Seven; Sir William Perkius undertook 
for five Horſes, Three to be mounted by Men 
of his own, and the other Two by ſuch Men as 
the Conſpirators ſhould procure. Then Sir George 
Barclay ſaid, that Loick and others, who were lately 


arrived from France, would likewiſe join with them 


and compleat the Number ; and now having ſuc- 
ceeded in the firſt Step, and a ſufficient Number 
being undertaken for, they had many Conferences 
in different Places, about the beſt Ways of parting 
their Deſign i in Execution. 

be Places where they met and held their ſe- 
veral Conſultations, were Captain Porter's Lodgings,

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20 notice of him. Harriſon acquainted Sir George 
Barclay, that this was the Gentleman he promiſed 
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in Norfolh- ſtreet, the b e in Harton- Gar- 
den, the Nag's-Head in St. Fames's-ſtreet, the Cock, 
in Bow-ſtreer, the Old-Grifiz in Holbourn, the Sun- 
Tavern in the Strand, &c. But the Place which 
Sir George frequented, and whither many of the 
Conſpirators came to receive Orders from him, 
was the Square or Piazza in Covent-Garden, * 
At their ſeveral Debates, various Methods were 
88 8 of executing their Purpoſe, f one Way 
ggeſted was, to attack the Guards, and in the 
ng time to kill the King, as he went on ſome 
Sunday from Nenſington to St. Fames's Chapel; 
which was offered one time in this manner, that 
ſix Men on Foot ſhould be poſted in the little Houſe 
at Hide-Park-Gate, who ſhould iſſue out, and by 
ſhutting the Gate, make a Stop, and then the Conſpi- 
rators might fall on and attack the Guards with 
Sword in Hand. Another time it was propos'd to 
ſhoot one of the Leading-Horſes, whereby his Ma- 
| jeſty's Coach might be forced to ſtay in its Paſ- 
fage thro' the ſad Gate, and then to aſſault and 
murther him by one Party, while another engag'd 
the Guards. ** Another Propoſal was to attempt 
the King's Perſon, when they ſhould be informed 
that he was gone to Mr. Lattin's Houſe in Rich- 
mond, a Place whither the King ſometimes retired 
for the Air and Recreation; and the Reaſon of this 
Propoſal Was, that during his Stay there, he way

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afually but weakly guarded; at another Time they diſ- 
cours d of ſeizing the King in his Palace of Kenſmpron 
by Night, which was to be done by ſecuring the Gar- 
den with about forty Men, who were to be provided 
with Ladders for that Purpoſe - || Some inſiſted that 
their Defign would be beſt effected by dreſſing an 
| Ainbuſtads near the King's Houfe at Richmond, 
where a Number of Foot ſhould be poſted in a 
neighbouring Wood, ready to iſſue forth, and attack 
| his Majeſty as he paſs'd by in his Coach, while the 
reſt of the Confpirators aſſaulted the Guards, to pre- 
vent their giving him any Aſſiſtance. 
| Tho' this Method was warmly contended for by 
ſome, and well enough lik d by Sir George, yet they 
were at laſt controul'd, and the Propoſal was reject- 
ed; * for the Scheme which the greateſt Part ap- 
prov'd, and in Favour of which Sir George Barclay 
did at at Length declare, whoſe Orders the reſt were 
obliged to obey, and which was at laſt ſetled and a- 
greed upon among them all, as the final Reſult of 
their Conferences and Debates, was this : They re- 
folv'd to attack the King on his Return from Rich. 
mond in the Evening after his Hunting, it being his 
Majeſty's frequent Practice to go thither, as ſaid be- 
fore, for his Diverſion. The Place, which they 
choſe for this bloody Buſineſs, was the Lane be- 
tween Turnham-Green and Brentford, and the particu- 
har Part of that Lane agreed upon, was the End next 
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to Turnham- Green, thro which his Majeſty us'd to 
paſs in his Return from Richmond. + 5 

The Execution of their Deſign vras projected and 
reſolv d upon in the following Order: The Conſpi- 
rators were to be form'd into three Parties. Sir 
George the Commander in Chief, and the great Con- 
ducter of the Villany, was with a choſen Party of 
Eight or Ten to aſſault the Coach, by diſcharging a 
Blunderbuſs or Muſquetoon loaded with Six or Eight 
Balls, and their other Fire-Arms to murther his Ma- 
jeſty, and all that were with him in the Coach, 

while the other two Parties, of which one was to be 
commanded by Chernock and Porter, the other b 
Brigadier Rookwood, were to have fallen On, and at- 
tack' d the King's Guards with Sword in Hand, on 
either Side of the Lane; and that they might a& 
with great Care and Circumſpection, and be yet far- 
ther ſirisfied that this was a proper Place, wherein 
to execute their deſperate Reſolution, they ſent King, 
Porter and Knightly, to obſerve and ſurvey the Phace : 
which they had fixed upon. * 

Accordingly theſe three Perſons rode out the next 
Day to Turnham-Green, to perform their Orders, 
and after having with great Attention and Accuracy 
made their View, and very well ſurvey'd the Place, 
and the Nature of the Ground .on each Side the 
Water, they return 'd to the reſt of the Conſpirators, 
who were then met at the N 5 Head Tavern in

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James 5 Street, to impart to them their Obſerva- 
tions. The Report they made, Was ſo pleaſing 
to the reſt of their Company, that they were all 
confirm d in their Opinion and abundantly ſatisfied 
in their Choice of the Ground. Thus had theſe 


barbarous and mercileſs Men agreed upon the Scene 


where to a& their OT: and concerted the Man- 
ner of effecting it. 

And that their yp ign might be cant on, and 
. accompliſhed with great Caution and Security againſt 
any Contingency, they appointed two orderly Men, 


Chambers and Durant, to lodge near the Guards at 


Kenſington, and to attend diligently and conſtantly 
there, that they might be ready to give the Con- 
ſpirators Notice, whenever his Majeſty went Abroad. 
+ Chambers was appointed to bring his Intelligence to 
Captain Chernock , and Durant his to Sir George Bar- 
clay. Chambers had Orders to advertize them when 
the King, and Durant was to inform them when the 
| Guards went forth; upon which Sir George Barclay 


and Cherxock undertook to convey timely Notice to 


the reſt of the Conſpirators, that they might all aſ- 


lemble at the Time and Place appointed, and every Man 
take the Poſt aſſign d him. 


It was further agreed and reſoly d upon, far 


the accompliſhing of their execrable Purpoſe, that 
when they ſhould receive Intelligence from their or-

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Richmona, to drop out of Town by three or Gre in 
a Company, the better to avoid Suſpicion, and after- 
wards for the ſame Reaſon to diſperſe themſelves in 
{mall Parties in the ſeveral Inns mark'd out for them a- 
bout Brentford and Jurnham- Green and the neighbour- 
ing Places, where they might be diſpos'd of with 
the moſt Convenience and the leaſt Obſervation, and 


fo without any Alarm and Diſturbance might wait 


for the King's Return from Richmond, and then be all 
ready to execute their Deſign. In Order to this, 


Durant was ſent to take an Account of the moſt con- 


venient Inns and Stables about Brentford and Turn- 


buam-Green, and to give a Liſt of them to the Com- 


pany. Durant accordingly went and took an Ac- 


count of all the Inns about thoſe Places, in Confor- 


mity to his Orders; and it was reſolv'd that Sir George 
Barclay ſhould be at the old King of Bohemia s H ead, 
and the reſt were to be diſpos'd of 1 in inal Bodies, in 
the other Inns thereabout, _ 

And for the better effecting of their Teealots : 


Care was taken that when the King was at Richmond, 


2 truſty Perſon ſhould wait at Qze-Ferry, who 
ſhould give Notice when the Guards return'd thither 


to wait ſor the King, to the End that every Man 


might prepare himſelf, and be in Readineſs. 
Having thus fixed on the Place, provided their 

Men, and agreed on the Order and Method of execu- 

ting their Conſpiracy, at laſt they appointed the Time 


of doing of it.

then if their orderly Men, Durant and Chambers, 


ſhould bring them Intelligence from Kenſington, that 


the King was gone to Richmond; on that Morning 
they determin'd to make haſte to their Poſts appointed 
at Turnham-Green, and to attack the Guards, and 
aſſault the King at his Return. Ff f 

It was but a few Days preceding this Saturday 
the 15th of February 1695, on which the Conſpi- 
rators reſolved to put in Execution their intended 


Wickedneſs, when Divine Providence, which had 


watch'd over his Majeſty from his Infancy, guarding 
his precious Lite, protecting his Intereſts, and deliver- 


ing him from the greateſt Streights and Difficulties, 


that he might at laſt fer Jam up as a great Deliverer 
of oppreſs'd and injur'd Nations, 


cauſe them to reflect with Horror npon the Tragical 


Buſineſs that was carrying on, and the terrible Con- 


ſequences which muſt of Neceſſity attend it, upon 
_ whichthey reſoly'd to eaſe their unquiet Minds, and 
to prevent the Execution of the Plot oY a timely 
Diſcovery. 

The firſt of the Conſpirators hs diſcover d the 
Treaſon was Captain Fiſher, who came to the Earl 


of Portland on Tueſday the 1 1th of February, and 
acquainted him with the Deſign of taking away the 


King's Lite, and named ſeveral of the Perſons who 


were concern'd in it; but he could not then inform

him 


was pleas'd to 
touch the Hearts of ſome of the Conſpirators, and 
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him in what Manner it was concerted, nor what Day 
was appointed for it; but he aſſur d the Earl that as 
ſoon as he ſhould he inform'd more particularly, he 
would wait upon him, and give him farther Informa- 
tion. Accordingly on Thurſday following, being the 
13th of February, Captain Fiſher return'd to the 
Earl of Portland, and acquainted him that Saturday 
next following, was the Day agreed upon by the 
Conſpirators, to attempt his Majeſty's Life, and then 
told him in what Manner, and in what Place they in 
tended to do it, This I learnt from the Earl of Port- 
land, „ 
The Second, who diſcover d this villanous Plot, 
was Mr. Pendergraſs, who knew nothing of the bar- 
barous Buſineſs till Thurſday the 13th of February, 
for that Day he came to London out of Hampſhire, 
being ſent for by Captain Porter, who imparted to 
him the Deſign in Hand, of aſſaſſinating the King, 
and endeavoured to engage him in it. Tho' Mr. Pen- 
dergrafs was exceedingly ſtartled at ſuch a horrid Pro- 
poſal, he ſeem'd to comply, and promis d to make one 
of the Party ; but the very next Day in the Evening 
he went to the Earl of Portland, not knowing that 
Captain Fiſher had been with him before on the ſame 
Errand, and told him that he came to reveal to him 
an important Secret, namely, a Deſign againſt his 
Majeſty's Life: He told the Earl that indeed he was 
a Roman Catholick, but that he did not think that

any 
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any y Religion 6004 alli ſo great a Wickedneſs, 
and therefore from Principles of Chriſtianity, and 
Probity, he thought himſelf obliged, by revealing 
this Matter, to prevent the King's falling into the 
Hands of the Conſpirators. But he acquainted him 


at the ſame time, that the Conſpirators were his 


Friends, and, that from one of them he had re- 
ceived great Obligations, and therefore, though he 


thought himſelf bound in Duty and Conſcience to 


make this Diſcovery, to preſerve his Majeſty's Life, 


yet he likewiſe thought himſelf under Obligations 


of Honour and Gratitude, not to betray his Friends ; 
and therefore declared, his Reſolution was not to 
make known their Names, or to appear an Evidence 
_ againſt them. He then deſired the Lord Portland, 
as he tendered his Majeſty's Life, to prevail with 
him not to go to Richmond on the Morrow, aſſu- 
| ring him, that the Conſpirators had prepared all 
Things to aſſault him in his Return. It ought to 
be taken notice of, for the Reputation of this Gen- 
tleman, as to the Credibility of his Teſtimony, that 
the meer Abhorrence of ſuch a Villanous Deſign 
was the only Motive that induced him to make it 

| known to the Court. 
His Majeſty being made acquainted with the 
Diſcovery, which Capeair Fiſher and Mr. Pender- 
' graſs had made to the Earl of Portland, received 
but little Impreſſion from it; the Obſtruction he 
met with about giving Credit to what they had 
related, proceeded not only from his fearleſs and 
unſhaken

wi” "adfaken Temper „ and the Opinion he had receiv'd 
1 | of the Engliſh Honour and Bravery, which make 
5 Men abhor a vile and bloody Action, but likewiſe 
from the Princely Goodneſs and Benignity of his 
Nature, from which he entertained too good 

Thoughts of the worſt of his Enemies; and be- 
ſides, it was not eaſy for him to believe, that there 
could be found in a Kingdom, that owed to him 
the Preſervation of their Religion, Liberties, and 
every Thing that is dear to a free People, any ſuch 
Monſters of Ingratitude, as would attempt to take 
away his Life in ſo barbarous a manner, which he 
had freely and frequently hazarded for their Sakes ; 
this appeared to him ſo unnatural and incredible, that 
he was with great Difficulty, and not till he was o- 
verborn with Importunity prevai'd with to lay by 
his Deſign of going to Richmond on the Satur- 
day, and to remain at Home in his Palace at Ken- 
ſington. Theſe Things J likewiſe had from the 85 
Mouth of the Earl of Portland. 

* The next Man, who voluntarily gave Tnfor- 
mation of this Conſpiracy, was Mr. de 1a Rue, who 
declared, that he had frequented the Company of the 
Conſpirators, and made himſelf intimate with them; 
on deſign, when this horrible Production was al- 
moſt ready for the Birth, by a timely Diſcovery to 
make it abortive. He applied himſelf to Brigadier 
Lewſon, and acquainted him with the intended Vil- 
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lany ſome. few Days after Captain Fiſher and 


Mr. Pendergraſs had been on the ſame Deſign with 


the Lord Portland, but not one of the three was in 
the leaſt acquainted wich the Intentions of either 


of the others to reveal the Conſpiracy ; and though 


Mr. de la Rue gave his Information without know- 
ing that Captain Fiſber and Mr. Pendergraſs had 
done the like before; yet his Story ſo fully con- 

firmed that of the other two, agreeing exactly with 
them in all the material Particulars; that his Majeſty, 
notwithſtanding his unſhaken Conſtancy, and his 


great Averſion for the Reaſons above-named, to be- 
lieve this execrable Plot, which ſo nearly concerned 
his own Life, was by this concurrent Teſtimony | 


of = Rue, at laſt perſwaded of the Truth of 
it. 
On Friday the 27ſt of February, at Night, his 
Majeſty was pleas'd to admit Mr. Pendergraſs and 
Mr. de la Rue ſeverally in his Preſence, and heard 
them relate what they had told the Lord Portland be- 
fore, concerning the Conſpiracy. Mr. Pendergraſs 


diſcovered the Plot in general, to prevent his Ma- 
jeſty falling into the Hands of the Conſpirators, 
but withal, declared, as he had done the Week ke- 
fore to the Lord Portland, that it was his poktive 
and ſettled Reſolution, not to mention Names, or 
at any Time to become 
them. 7 
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He continued in this Kii with great 
ſtedfaſtneſs, till his Majeſty uſed ſuch convincing 
Arguments, as prevail'd with him to recede frat 
Ito 5 | | 
The King told, him that he had indeed ſhewn him- 
ſelf a Man of Probity and Honour; that he had 
great Obligations to him for the timely Care he had 
taken to el a Deſign that fo nearly concern'd his 
Life; but he ſhew'd him withal, that unleſs he went 
further in his Diſcovery, and nnde him acquainted 
with the Names of the Conſpirators, he would not 
put him into a Condition of preferving himſelf againſt | 
them: That the Detection of the Treaſon in general 
might indeed render his Majeſty ſuſpicious of all Men, 
bur would be no Security againſt any that intended to 
take away his Life; and that the Conſpirators might 
change the Method and Order of their Deſign, as 
well as the Time and Place of Execution; and there- 
fore that Mr. Pendergraſtꝭ by diſcovering the Conſpi- 
racy, While he conceal'd the Names of the Conſpira- 
rators, would fall ſhort of his own Intention, which 
was to preſerve the King's Life, it being impoſſible 
that his Majeſty could be in Safety, unleſs the deſpe- 
rate Undertakers of this Deſign againſt him, were 
made known and ſecur d. By this juſt Reaſoning of 
his Majeſty, Mr. Pezaergraſs was at laſt overcome; 
and being convinc'd of the abſolute Neceſſity of going 
further in this Diſcovery, to enable his Majeſty to 
provide for his Safety, he wrote down the Names of 
many of the Conlpirators, which he delivered to the 
Lord 
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Lo Portland; but not till his Majeſty had given 
his Honour that he ſhould not, unleſs he pleas'd, be 
us'd as an Evidence againſt them. This Information 
alſo I recerv'd from the Earl of Portland. 

On Saturday the 15th of February the Conſpira- 


tors concluding that his Majeſty, according to his 


Cuſtom, would go to Richmond to hunt, they had 
prepar'd all Things, and were ready to mount for the 


Execution of their deteſtable Project, but having re- 


_ ceiv*dan Account that the King did not go abroad that 
Day, they were oblig'd to wait for another Opportu- 


nity, and therefore they reſolv d to perpetrate their 


Treafon on the Saturday following. 

* On Friday the 2 1ſt of Februar) Sir George Barclay, 
Sir Milliam Perkins, Captain Porter, and ernoch, 
who were the principal Conſpirators concern 'din the 
Aſſaſſination, met at the Sum Tavern in the Strand, 
where they had a long Diſcourſe concerning their Diſ- 
appointment the Saturday before. Some of them 
were afraid that the Secret had taken Air, and that 
their Buſineſs was diſcover'd to the Government; 
on the other Hand ſome believ*d that the Deſign was 
not revcal'd, and us'd this Argument for their Opt» 
nion, that if the Buſineſs had been diſcover'd, they 
ſhould not have been there aſſembled, as they then 


were: Upon which the Diffidence and Jealouſy of 
the others being remov'd, + it was again reſolv'd | 


among them, that if the King went abroad to hunt

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the next Saturday, they would then endeavour to ac- 
compliſh their Delign, in the Way and Method 
which they had fixt upon for the Saturday before. 

* The fame Friday inthe Evening, the Conſpirators 
who belong'd to Sir George Barclays Party, met at 
the Two Black Poſts in Maiden- Lane, where Harris, 
King, Richardſon, Caſſels, Maxwell, and Handford, 
then were; Captain Counter came thither to them, 
and faid, they mult be ſure to be all in a readineſs the 
next Morning, and therefore order'd them by no 
Means to ſtir out; upon which Caſſells, alter having 
us'd a dreadful Imprecation, ſaid, he reſolv'd to have 
the Plunder of the Field, crying out, To-morrow is 
the Day, Boys! King thereupon ſaid, if it did not 
ſucceed on the Morrow, he would entertain no far- 
ther Thoughts about it. Haudford demanded how 
they thould make their Eſcape after the Execution of 
ther Deſign; Caſſells reply d, he muſt keep with the 
Party to which he was order d. + The like Anſwer 
Sir George Barclay gave to thoſe who ask'd him the 
fame Queſtion, that is, that when they had kill'd the 
King, they ſhould keep-rogether till they came to 
Hammerſmith, and then diſperſe and go into Town 
by ſeveral Ways and in {mall Companies, where they 
would have no need of lying long conceal'd, for the 
Invaſion would immediately follow, and then they 
ſhould be ſet at Liberty: But notwithſtanding this, 
ſome of the Conſpir ators that reflected more "cooly

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upon this Affair and the Danger that attended it, were 


diſſatisfied 1 in their Minds, that no better Proviſion 


was made to ſecure their Retreat. 
* The next Day, being Saturday, the 22d of Fe- 
bruary, which was the ſecond Time agreed upon for 
the Execution of their Villany, Captain Porter's 
Party, as they were appointed, came to him, to re- 
ceive their Orders. Firſt came de la Rue, and Cap- 


tain Porter told him, that all Parties were ready to 


march in the Afternoon, provided the King went 
out a hunting; æn Account of which they expect- 


ed from Chambers and Durant, their orderly Men at 


Kenſmgton : Soon after came Cranburn, Keys, Pen- 
dergraſi, and King, the laſt of whom belonged to 
Sir George Barclay's Party. Pendergraſs was choſen 
out of Porter's Number, to be one of the Eight, 
who under Sir George, were to aſſaſſinate his Maje- 


ſty. Captain Ring came to Porter with a Meſſage | 


from Sir George Barclay ; then Porter taking a Piece 


of Paper, wrote down a Liſt of his Men, which 


ne ſent by Cranburn, whom he called his Quarter- 
Maſter, to Captain Chernock; after a ſhort Stay, 
Cranburn returns, and brings back the Paper which 
he carried, and at the ks of Porter's Liſt, was 
added the Liſt of Chernock's Men, both which 
made up about Eighteen ; upon which, one of the 
Conſpirators told Captain Porter, that he thought 
their Number had been greater, meaning the Par-

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ties of Chernoc and Porter; to which Porter anſwer- 


ed, that they had been diſappointed of Five or Six ; 


and indeed Kerxrick, excus'd himſelf upon the Ac- 
count of his Arm, which he pretended was broke. 


Sherburn ask'd too many Queſtions to be truſted; 


and Plowaen, tho' he appeared the Saturday before, 
did not according to his Promiſe appear now; and 
one or two more recommended by Loick, had fail d 
them. Then Porter declared, that theſe Men, with 
thoſe of Sir George Barclay, would make up Forty, 
which King declared were enough of all Conſci- 
ence to do the Buſineſs. Cranbarn at his Return 
acquainted them likewiſe, that Chambers, the or- 
derly-Man, had ſent Intelligence to Chernoch, that 


the King was to go out a hunting between ten 


and eleven a- Clock, which was communicated and 


received with a great deal of Joy, and * then Por- 


ter declared, that Mr. Pendergraſs was to be one of 


the Eight who were to attack the King's Coach, 


and ſaid aloud, that he had a ſpecial Piece for him, 
that would carry eight Balls; upon which, King, 


adding Raillery to his infernal Wickedneſs, faid to 


Pendergraſs, I hope you will not be afraid of break- 
ing the Glaſs- Windows. In the mean time, Ma- 
jor Holms was very diligent in getting ready 
Sir George Barclays Party; he ſent Harris to Coun- 
ters Lodgings, to receive Orders, who told him, 
that he was to be of Roo eo Party, and Rook:

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mood being at the fame time there, gave Harris 2 
Liſt of Names, and told him, laughing, that he 
would make him his Aid de Camp. In the Lift 
Was Harris's own Name, the Names of Hare, Hand- 
ford and Blackburn, with Captain Rookavood's Name 
at the Top; then Rookwood deſired him to get thoſe 

2. Men ready, which he did accordingly. 
All Things were now in readineſs, and the Con- 
{pirators prepared to mount, and pals, to avoid Ob- 
| ſervation, out of Town by Two or Three in a 
Company, and to quarter in the Inns about Turn- 
ham-Green and Brentford, where they were billetted, 
and had Orders to wait till his Majeſty's Return 
from Richmond, and then to make their Attack in 
the Order before related. But on a ſudden, to their 
great Mortification, Notice was given by their or- 
derly Man, that the King did not go abroad that 
Day. This Account was given by Chambers to 
 Chernock, and the News of it was likewiſe convey- 
ed to Porter and his Party; ſoon after Keys came 
to them, who were now gone to dine at the Blue- 
Poſts in Spring-Garden, and told them, that the 
Guards were returned in a Foam, and the King's 
Coaches were come back to the Meuſe, and that 
it occaſioned great wondring among the People, 
that the King ſhould two Saturdays ſucceſſively put 
off his Diverſion of Hunting. This ſtruck a ſud- 
den Damp and Collernation: among the Conſpira- 
tors, who now concluded their Deſign was diſco- 
veg, and every one began to caſt about for his

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own Security; yet notwithſtanding they ſaw their 
Deſign was fruſtrated, and could not but reflect 
upon the great Danger they were in, ſuch was their 
Implacablc Malice, that they could not part till they 
had drank ſeveral difloyal Healths ; This done, they 
diſpcrs'd, and every Man took Care for his own n 
Safety. Durant had given the fame Intelligence to 
Sir George Barclay, who, upon this Information, : 
ſent Word to his Party, that the King not intend- 
ing to go abroad that Day, there would be no Oc- 
caſion for their Service; and ſoon after Sir George 
looking on their Deſign as at an End, took Care 
to * and conceal himſelf, 5 

And now having ſet theſe Matters in their true 
Light, and given an impartial and ſincere Account, 
how all Things "ng d from the firſt forming of this 
Conſpiracy againſt the King and Kingdom, to the 
happy Diſcovery and Dilappointment of it, 1t 15 
hoped, there 15 no farther need of reinforcing the 
Credibility of ſuch 3 Relation, than barely to de- 

ſire the moſt incredulous People to read it, and the 
Depoſitions and Informations given upon Oath, 
which are 5 Vouchers annexcd to it, with 2 Mind 
not invincibly ſet 2 gainſt 158 onviction. 

In full Baton thereforc, that there will be 
found but few of common Senſe and Honeſty fo 
ohſtinately unreaſonable, as to deny, or disbelieve, 
either the intended Aſſaſſination of the King's Per- 
fon, or the Invaſion of his Kingdoms, it is very 
juſt, as vel as {cal ſonable, to entreat his Myeſty's

Subjects of all Conditions, Intereſts and Opinions, 
to re- capitulate theſe Matters, and make ſuch Re- 
Aections from en as they {hall find proper and 


5 natural. 
All Who are capable of ina and can 


judge of publick Affairs, muſt plainly ſee, that his 


Majetty can have no Intereſt of his own, ſeparate 


from that of theſe Kingdoms, and we have all the 
Reaſon in the World to believe, that he has the 
Publick Good always in his View, and hath not 


fuld at any time of doing his Part to procure it 


according to the Advantages and Opportunities that 


God hath made him Maſter of, and we cannot but 
think, that he looks on himſelf as obliged in Honour 


and Conſcience to purſue it and no other. 
But it is not fit that every Perſon ſhould call 
his own the Kingdom's Intereſt, and meaſure and 


determine of the Publick by his own private Be- 


nefit. The King knows he is the common Fa- 
ther of the Cc ountry, and, as ſuch; is to conſult, 


procure and advance the Good of his People, that 


is, their Good in general, with regard to their Af- 


fairs Abroad, as well as thoſe at Home, and re- 


ſpecting Time to come, as well as the preſent, and this 
he has been hitherto, and is ſtill doing, notwith- 
ſtanding the Cenſures of ſome, that are Par tial, nar- 
1 and of ſhort Sight. 
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It wouid be well, morcover, that his honeſt and 
well-meaning Subjects would attend and carefully | 
obſerve, whether thoſe that make the greateſt Noiſe 
about the Publick Good, are not generally ſuch 
35 either underſtand it leaſt, or truly trouble and 
oppoſe it moſt : Whether they, who are moſt bu- 
ſy and induſtrious to ſpread abroad ſeditious and in- 
flaming Rumours, are not the likelieſt to contrive 
them, and more inclined to wiſh and have them 
true than otherwiſe ; there being elſe no tolerable 
Reaſon to be given, why they ſhould on all Occa- 
fions, raiſe and exaggerate the Loſſes and Misfor- 
tunes of their own Country, depreciate its Succeſſes 
and Advantages, and 0 e thoſe of 
the Enemy. 

By ſome of theſe Means and Arts his Majeſty's $ 
Enemies have long been trying to inſinuate into the 
Minds of his good People a Diſeſteem of his Per- 
fon and Diſlike of his Government, to intimidate 
their Minds, and extinguiſh their Care and Indu- 
ſtry to make them heartleſs, and conſequently uſe- 
leſs, and unfix their Duty and Aﬀections, and pre- 
pare them for the Change they had been contri- 
ving ; and therefore this Matter is recommended to 
their Conſideration again, that ſuch, who have 
been caught unwarily in any of theſe Snares, would 
for the ſuture avoid them, and be no more the In- 
 ITtraments of forwarding their Enemies Deſigns to 

the Diſturbance and Deſtruction of their Coun- 


try.

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It is but juſt and reaſonable to beſpeak the Re- 
collection of all, and to invite them to conſider yet 
more particularly, what the Conſequences were moſt 
likely to have been, both with reſpect to Europe, 
and themſelves at Home, had God been fo diſplea- 
ſed as to permit his Majeſty's Enemies to have ef- 
feected their unnatural and barbarons Deſign againſt 
TTT 5 
Whether that League, in which moſt of the 
Chriſtian Princes in the World have thought it ne- 
 cellary to confederate and join, had not by this E- 
vent been broken, and all the Hopes that Europe had 
of late of reducing France to her juſt Bounds, of 
ſettling Peace and Quiet, and ſecuring the Repoſe 
of Chriftendars, had not by England's falling off 
been quite defeated. Whether this Nation be not 
equally concerned with others, to ſee that no Prince 
grow ſo formidable to all his Neighbours, as to be 
able to over-run them, when he has either Will, or 
x favourable Opportunity preſented him of doing it, 
when it is not itſelf out of the Reach of the ſame 
Dangers and Oppreſſions; and whether it is not 
manifeſt, how neceſtary its Conjunction with the 
reſt of the World has been againſt the common E- 
nemy; and with reſpect to our ſelves at Home, whe- 
ther upon his Majeſty's Death this Nation muſt 
immediately have ſubmitted upon Diſcretion, and 
without any Terms to a Foreign Army, and have been 
thereby reduced to a Province under a Foreign Do- 
union ; and whether this Kingdom muſt not have 
Et been

deen condemned to ſatisfy the great Arrears pre- 
tended to be due for long Aſſiſtance, Depredations, 
Loſſes, and the Expence of a Seven Years War; 
and whether its Religion, Laws and Liberties had 
not been preſently ſubverted, or have been conti- 
nued only by the Favour and Clemency of their 
new Sovereign; whether, I fay, this had not been 
the beſt of this Nation's Fortune, even upon ſus 
poſa} of no manner of Reſiſtance. 

And whether, had this Foreign Army been op- 
pos d with Force, this Kingdom would not have 
welter d in its own Blood, od been engag 'd in a 
Civil War more unextinguiſhable and devouring, 
than any former one whatever, by being fomented 
by a powerful Enemy from Abroad, who would un- 
doubtedly have found in it his Account, at leaſt, 
when the beſt Blood in England had been ſpilt in 
theſe inteſtine, cruel Quarrels. 

In a Word, let it be conſidered, whether the 
Condition of this Nation, either by a tame and 
peaceable Submiſſion, or by an obſtinate and fierce 
Reſiſtance, had not been unexpreſſibly calamitous 
and miſerable, and whether this had not been inevi- 
tably its Condition, had God permitted his Ma- 
jelty to fall in the deſigned Time and Manner, and 
in that Juncture of. Affairs. . 

Theſe Things are fit to be recommended to the 
Conſideration of all his Majeſty's Subjects, of what 
Perſuaſions and Opinions ſoever; nor ſhould we be 
out of Hopes, that even the Roman Catholicks them 

ſelves, 


ſelves, wha are now at lars to confi der, and are 


freed a little from thoſe Heats and Relentments, 


which crafty and feducing Leaders had deſignedly 
inſpir'd into them, will now look back upon what 
Part they were to have born in this Affair, with 
ſome Horrour and Aſtoniſhment. They muſt needs 
know, they owed their Country better Things than 
Slavery and Deſtruction ; and though they would 


not, or could not fee their Duty, through the Rage 


of Revenge, or blinded with ambitious Hopes, or 
miſguided by a falſe Zeal, yet now it is expected, 


= they ſhould, in their cooler Temper, relent, and 


come to their Senſe again; renounce their pernici- 
ous Principles, and ſhew all Tokens of Repentance, 
by a more dutiful and ſubmiſſive Carriage for the 
Time to come. They might, one would think, 
believe and ſee the Providence of God intended them 
more Good by the Diſappointment of the late De- 
ſign, than they deſerved ; it being nothing proba- 
ble, that their Families and Eſtates ſhould have eſ- 
caped better than their Neighbours, either under 
the Fury of an undiſtinguiſhing Army, or the Do- 
minion of an Arbitrary Foreigner; and the Uſe 
which theſe People thould make of this Diſcovery, 
ſhould be to give the Nation ſome good Proof, 
that they have recovered the Temper of Engliſb- 
men, and though they ſerye not God in the fame 
| Temples, and with the fame Rites, yet, that they 
will be as peaceable and as quiet as the reſt of his 

Majeſty” s Subjects, and retain an equal Value and 
5 freem 
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Eſteem for the good Laws, or, and Honour 


of their Country. 


There is great Reaſon to balleve! thar his Ma- 
jeſty is willing to beſpeak them in this, rather than 
in any louder or harſher Tone, and would admoniſh ! 
them to try by a more dutiful and prudent Con- 
duct, to juſtify in part the Favour he has ſhown 
them hitherto, and ſuffer him according to his Diſ- 


poſition, ſtill to perſiſt in mitigating the Rigour 
of ſome Statutes made againſt them. 


This is alſo what his Majeſty's other difaffected | 


Subjects ſhould endeavour: They have hitherto aſ- 
ſumed in common with the reſt, the Title of good 


Proteſtants, and good Engliſh-men, which all the 
World believes they will never deſerve, by calling 
in, and joining with, and giving up their Country 
to a Popiſh Army, and therefore they ought to 
make theſe Titles good, by other ſorts of Proof, 


better becoming good Subjects and good Chr iti- 


ans; that they draw not down upon their Heads 
the Vengeance of more ſevere Laws, and indeed the

and ſure it cannot be but with great Content and 
Satisfaction, that his Majeſty has heard and ſeen them 
from the higheſt to the loweſt, deteſting all ſuch 
villainous and unnatural Treaſons, returning Thanks 
to God for his Deliverance, and univerſally aſſocia- 
ting in the Defenſe and Preſervation of his Lite and

tleman I was to bring to you, you may truſt him, and 
ſpeak freely to him: Upon which the ſaid Sir George 
; Barclay askt this . wbether he would be en⸗ 
— 1 gg 'd 
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gag d to be one of thoſe that ſhould ſeize the Prince 
of Orange: This Deponent anſwered him, that he 
would. Then replicd Sir George Barclay to him, Let 
us fee which Way you will propoſe. This Depo- 
nent ſaid, when he was a hunting. Sir George Barclay 
anſwered, that is very well, but added, What if it 
ſhould be done as he comes to Chapel to St. Jamesis ? 
The Deponent anſwered, I log ah it would do very 
well. Sir George anſwered, what Strength would do? 
The Deponent replied, Thirty or two and Thirty, 
I think would be enough, becauſe the uſual Guards 
were but five and twenty, and thoſe not half load- 
ed. Upon which Sir George Barclay replied, then we 
will have about fix Foot-Men, who ſhould be in the 
little Houſe at Hide-Park Gate, and come out ready 
to ſhut the Gate to make a Stop, and then we will 
fall upon the Guards with Swor rd 1 in Hand.

provide, and it was talked publickly among them all

7 
As Phlebotomy is abſolutely neceſſary in the Po- 
litick, as the natural Body, yet it is every honeſt 
Man's Policy, as well as Goodneſs, to mix Juſtice 
with Mercy, and to pull out the leſſer Offenders 
from the greater Criminals ; for which Reaſon I hum- 
bly implore his Majeſty's Mercy, and earneſtly beg 
of the moſt honourable Board to intercede for me; 
and if I be ſo happy as to owe the King a Life, I 
will moſt willingly ſpend the reſt of my Days 
In his Service, and ſpend my beſt Blood to preſerve 
his ſacred Perſon in any eminent Danger.

Men, Sir, who know my Temper, 8 hardly be 
induced to believe, that I can be guilty of ſuch a 
bloody and helliſ Crime; Men, I mean, Sir, of all 
Perſwaſions, as well Proteſtants as Papiſts, Williamites 
and Jacobites, as in ſome meaſure will appear by a Gen- 
_ tleman's Diſcourſe, who came to the Hatch of the
